Canada 
decision has 
far-reaching 
implications

L ast week’s Canadian federal court 
decision that recognized the right 
of gay couples to marry may take 
years to implement, but will no doubt 
have an effect on American laws and 
attitudes, LGBT advocates agreed. 

On Friday, July 12, three Ontario 
Superior Court judges unanimously 
ruled in a Divisional Court decision 
that prohibiting gay couples from 
marrying is unconstitutional based 
on the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms. The ruling stemmed 
from a case filed on behalf of eight gay 
and lesbian couples seeking marriage 
licenses in Toronto, along with two 
couples who, were officially married 
by the Metropolitan Community 
Church of Toronto, which has the au¬ 
thority to issue marriage certificates 
that the government is expected to 
register. MCC, a plaintiff in the law¬ 
suit, asked the court to validate the 
same-sex marriages it performed. 

At MCC, lesbian couple Elaine 
Vautour and Anne Vautour, and gay 
couple Kevin Bourassa and Joe Var- 
nell used the ancient tradition of hav¬ 
ing their “banns read” in December 
2000 and January 2001; the alterna¬ 
tive process to securing a marriage li¬ 
cense involves asking church mem¬ 
bers on three consecutive Sundays 
whether they object to the union. 
Once the couples received their cer¬ 
tificates, they attempted to register 
their marriages with the province and 
were denied based on common law 
(there is no definition of marriage in 
federal law). 

The lawsuit began in November 
2001, and last week’s victory has not 
yet affected Canadian practices, as the 
court suspended its order for two 
years to allow Parliament and the 
provincial Legislature to change their 
laws. In the meantime, the federal gov¬ 
ernment will probably appeal to the 
Supreme Court, but because the rul¬ 
ing seems legally sound and a majori¬ 
ty of Canadians accept same-sex mar¬ 
riage, the decision is expected to stand. 

“The ruling will have a tremen¬ 
dous impact here in the United 
States,” Mike Marshall, executive di¬ 
rector of Californians for Civil Mar¬ 
riage, told the Bay Area Reporter. “It 
recognizes what more and more Cal¬ 
ifornians are realizing: that the gov¬ 
ernment has to stop discriminating 
against lesbian and gay couples. And 
once those marriages begin to occur 
in Canada it will put huge pressure on 
courts here in the U.S. to rule in favor 
of lesbian and gay couples. It’s all 
quite encouraging for the whole free¬ 
dom to marry movement.”

D ipping into stories of their own person¬ 
al experiences, former South Africa 
President Nelson Mandela and former 
U.S. President Bill Clinton on Friday, 
July 12 exhorted dele¬ 
gates to the XIV Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference 
to pursue getting lifesav¬ 
ing treatments to mil¬ 
lions of people infected 
with the AIDS virus 
worldwide. 

A frail-looking Man¬ 
dela, 84, walked with a 
cane, but his voice 
boomed a message that 
stigma and secrecy was 
destroying people with 
human immunodeficien¬ 
cy virus - which causes 
AIDS - and people need¬ 
ed to speak out about 
their condition and de¬ 
mand treatment. 

“If you keep quiet 
about AIDS you are sign¬ 
ing your own death war¬ 
rant,” he said. 

He called for “the 
rooting out of denial 
about the cause and con¬ 


sequences of AIDS.” However, Mandela said, 
“Eloquence about this pandemic is good, but 
it is not adequate. Unless we do something on 
the ground to follow up what we say, elo¬ 
quence will be less than useless.” 

Mandela related how he personally inter¬ 
ceded in getting a young woman in South 
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A n attorney for Sharon Smith, the part¬ 
ner of dog-mauling victim Diane 
Whipple, is blasting San Francisco 
Superior Court Judge James Warren 
for implying that a jury’s conviction of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder against one of the dogs’ 
caretakers, Marjorie Knoller, was tanta¬ 
mount to vigilante justice. 

“That really set me back on my heels,” an 
angry Michael Cardoza told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I thought he was really over¬ 
reaching and the hyperbole escaped me. I 
don’t think he understands second-degree 
murder. I don’t know how many murder tri¬ 
als he’s tried. He may have gotten in over his 
head.” 

On Monday, July 15, Warren sentenced 
Knoller to the maximum term of four years 
in state prison for involuntary manslaugh¬ 
ter. Warren shocked courtroom observers 
last month when he threw out Knoller’s sec¬ 
ond-degree murder conviction. 

“This is such a high publicity case and 
I’m worried what jurors and potential jurors 
will think,” Cardoza said. “Do all judges do 
this? Do they all take this away? I think that 
he has created a monster here.” 

Warren addressed the criticism over his 
controversial decision at the start of Mon¬ 
day’s sentencing hearing. Specifically, War¬ 
ren addressed comments by Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Jim Hammer that he “de¬ 
stroyed a sense of justice in San Francisco.” 

“A sense of justice is precisely what this 
court will never become involved in creat¬ 
ing,” said Warren. “A sense of justice is per¬ 
sonal. It is infected with bias, prejudice, pub¬ 
lic opinion, public feeling, everything the 
court should not be involved in. A sense of 
justice was achieved by vigilante posses. A 
sense of justice I would suggest was achieved 
by Ku Klux Klan members. And I dare say a 
sense of justice was achieved by people who 
flew airplanes into buildings not so long ago. 
That is not justice. That is not justice, in fact. 
It is a sense of justice that is personal and it 
is precisely that which this court will seek to 
avoid. We will administer justice in fact in 
this case without regard to whether anyone 
feels that a sense of justice on a personal 
level has been achieved.” 

Hammer later responded to Warren 
when he got a chance to speak: “I was hon¬ 
est with you to your face about my reaction 
and I didn’t mean it personally and I hope

Church announces 
plans for vacant lot

B illed as a garden dedication, 
the celebration this weekend 
at the vacant lot at Market, 
Noe and 16th streets that Bethany 
United Methodist Church will 
hold is really more like a baby 
shower in a sense. 

In two and a half years, the 
congregation hopes to deliver to 
the Castro a new $10 million min¬ 
istry center catering to the neigh¬ 
borhood and community’s needs. 
It would be not only a rebirth of 
sorts for the church, but also heal 
a scar long left on the neighbor¬ 
hood by fire. 

For more than 20 years the lot 
at 2299 Market Street has been re¬ 
ferred to as “the hole in the 
ground” after an arsonist set the 
former Trinity United Methodist 
Church ablaze in November 1981. 
The property has sat unused ever 
since, closed off from the street by 
a chain-link fence except for dur¬ 
ing the holiday season when it is 
used to sell Christmas trees. 

With the newly planted and 
landscaped garden, Bethany Unit¬ 
ed aims to not only brighten up the 
property, but turn it over for use by 
local community groups and resi¬ 
dents. The church spent $30,000 in 
grants from the Sisters of Perpetu¬ 
al Indulgence, Providian Financial, 
and the First United Methodist 
Church of Oneonta, a church in 
upstate New York that wanted to 
support the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, to spruce up the lot. 


“We wanted a simple space, 
something that was attractive to 
people as they walked by,” ex¬ 
plained the Reverend Karen Olive- 
to, the pastor for the 175-member 
congregation currently at 1268 
Sanchez Street. “We wanted a 
space that denoted sanctuary.” 

The dedication ceremony of 
the garden, which was created by 
landscaper Brad Cavalier, will fea¬ 
ture a performance by the San 
Francisco Gay and Lesbian Free¬ 
dom Band as well as tea sand¬ 
wiches and lemonade. 

“This is going to be a real gar¬ 
den party,” said Oliveto. 

After this weekend, the church 
hopes to launch a series of after¬ 
noon concerts on the garden’s rec¬ 
tangular grass area that is lined 
with several white columns. It also 
has offered to lease out the space 
for commitment ceremonies, per¬ 
formances, and concerts in return 
for a donation. When not in use, 
the space will be locked. 

“We want as many people 
using that space as possible,” said 
Oliveto. 

At the ceremony will also be ar¬ 
chitectural renditions of how the 
new building will look. While the 
plans are still being ironed out, and 
the church is just beginning the 
process of seeking public input, 
Oliveto said the new structure will 
contain a performance space, sever¬ 
al retail spaces, and two worship 
spaces. The building will not resem¬ 
ble a church and instead will fit in 
with the character of the streetscape. 

“We really want it to be some¬ 


thing that people will walk by and 
want to walk into,” said Oliveto. “We 
want something that fits the neigh¬ 
borhood in a classy, inviting way.” 

In addition to Bethany United, 
the Dolores Street Baptist Church 
has signed on to move into the 
new building when it is complet¬ 
ed. While Bethany United plans to 
build a multipurpose worship 
space, the Baptist church wants a 
smaller, more traditional chapel. 

The new building will be four 
stories with an unfinished base¬ 
ment. Along with the two church¬ 
es, the building will also house the 
Little People’s Workshop, a parent- 
run child care center for children 
under the age of 3. The church also 
hopes to rent out the basement to 
a performing arts group. 

“The basement will be left un¬ 
finished so that it can be built out 
to the specifications of an arts 
group,” explained Oliveto. 

By August, the congregation 
hopes to move out of their current 
location in Noe Valley and sell that 
building to help pay for the new 
structure. Depending on how long 
the approval process takes, the 
church would like to move in to the 
new building by December 2004. 

“We see it as our turn to leave a 
legacy for the generations that will 
follow us. The community will be 
able to use it for the next 100 
years,” said Oliveto. 

The garden dedication will 
take place from noon to 1:30 p.m. 
Saturday, July 20. For more infor¬

Mysterious shooting at Lands End

U .S. Park Police say they are 
investigating a bizarre 
shooting at Lands End last 
week involving an uncooperative 
and evasive victim. 

Police and paramedics were 
called to an area off a main walk¬ 
ing trail around 11 a.m. on Tues¬ 
day, July 9. A witness spotted the 
victim bleeding from the chest 
and moaning. The witness ran to 
the nearby Cliff House restaurant 
where he phoned 911. Paramedics 
rushed the man to San Francisco 
General Hospital. He was shot 
once in the chest but his injuries 
weren’t life-threatening. Police 
said he could be released from the 
hospital in a few days. 

The area where the man was 
discovered is about a quarter mile 
from the parking lot in front of 
the USS San Francisco Memorial, 
north of the intersection of 48th 


and Pt. Lobos avenues. He was 
found near the walking trail that 
runs off the far east end of the 
parking lot, in the stretch of the 
trail where the paved trail be¬ 
comes unpaved. The area is a well- 
known gay cruising area and over¬ 
looks Lands End Beach. That sec¬ 
tion of the park is marked by piles 
of gravel and other materials used 
by park maintenance workers. 
The man was discovered in a 
wooded area off that main trail. 

Although in San Francisco, the 
park is part of the Golden Gate 
National Recreation Area and is 
under the jurisdiction of the U.S. 
Park Police. Park Police Investiga¬ 
tor Robert Reidy told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the victim, whom he 
declined to name, is very uncoop¬ 
erative and is no longer talking to 
investigators. 

“He says,‘You figure it out,’ and 
he just doesn’t want to talk any¬ 
more,” the detective said. 

Reidy added that the 39-year- 


old victim initially gave a false 
name and said that he was shot at 
Lands End during a robbery at 2 
a.m., more than eight hours before 
he was first spotted by a passerby. 
The man declined to provide po¬ 
lice with any information about 
his assailant or assailants. 

The victim was dressed in a 
suit but Reidy said it was an old 
suit with rolled up cuffed pants 
and he suspects the man may be a 
transient. 

Reidy noted that violent crime 
is very uncommon at Lands End. 
He said that the last shooting he 
could recall there was about four 
years ago. That incident was about 
a half mile away, near the Cliff 
House, and was gang-related. 
Reidy said robberies are also rela¬ 
tively rare, with only about a cou¬ 
ple of reported cases every year.

ill hile acknowledging that 
the San Francisco Police 
W W Department has room 
for improvement - particularly 
when it comes to dealing with the 
transgender community - the 
early word among LGBTs is posi¬ 
tive on new Police Chief Earl 
Sanders and Assistant Chief Alex 
Fagan. 

Sanders, who has more than 30 
years of experience with the de¬ 
partment, and Fagan, another 
longtime veteran, were named to 
their new positions by Mayor 
Willie Brown last Thursday, July 

11. The Police Commission easily 
approved the picks that night at a 
special meeting. 

Sanders had served for the past 
six years as assistant chief and 
Fagan previously ran the North¬ 
ern Station. Former Police Chief 
Fred Lau announced his resigna¬ 
tion last month. Last Friday, July 

12, was his last day on the job. 

“I’ve known both of them a 

long time and they are just what 
the department needs,” Police 
Commissioner Wayne Friday told 
the Bay Area Reporter this week. 
“Both are seasoned street cops.” 

Friday, the political editor of 
the B.A.R., also noted that both 
Sanders and Fagan are LGBT- 
friendly. 

“As far as it pertains to the 
LGBT community, they under-

stand the community’s problems,” 
Friday said. 

Veronika Cauley, an HlV-posi- 
tive African American transgender 
activist and candidate for supervi¬ 
sor in District 8, also had praise 
for the selection of Sanders. She 
said she did not know Fagan. 

“I support Chief Sanders,” she 
said, adding that she met him a 
couple of years ago. 

Cauley said she hopes that the 
department will step up its efforts 
to recruit LGBT officers, especial¬ 
ly those who are transgender. 

“People need to start actively 


recruiting now that we’ve lost a 
gay officer,” Cauley said, referring 
to last month’s death of Officer 
Jon C. Cook, who was killed in the 
line of duty. “Until transgenders 
have powerful and visible posi¬ 
tions and jobs, others will just 
keep using us. That’s the way I feel 
now.” 

Terry Person, executive direc¬ 
tor of Community United Against 
Violence, also offered encouraging 
words, but emphasized the need 
for the department to continue to 
make strides in dealing with the

the freedom of a 
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Petition aims to move 
Pride to July 4 in 2004

W ith the Fourth of July 
falling on a Sunday in 
2004, and queer citizens 
still fighting for the same rights 
granted to straight Americans, a 
petition is being circulated to hold 
gay Pride on the country’s birth¬ 
day that year. 

The one-time move would 
highlight the struggle gays, les¬ 
bians, bisexuals, and transgenders 
face in order to have the same 
rights and privileges as any other 
citizen of the United States, argues 
James DeVinny, a San Francisco 
resident who came up with the 
idea two years ago and wrote up 
the petition last month. 

He said the initial concept was 
hatched during a Guerrilla Queer 
Bar event two years ago where a 
group of GLBT people held an 
impromptu Fourth of July Parade 
through West Portal. 

“People got dressed to the 
nines with red, white, and blue. 
Then my friends and I started 
talking about how funny it was 
and how nothing is going on here 
really during the Fourth of July,” 
said DeVinny. “We realized the 
possibility of having gay Pride on 
the Fourth of July and started 
talking about it jokingly for next 
year.” 

The idea never really took off 
seriously, DeVinny said, until sev¬ 
eral months after the terror at¬ 


tacks of last September. After 
media accounts of how the same- 
sex partners of those who died 
would not automatically be recog¬ 
nized by the federal government, 
DeVinny said the concept of hold¬ 
ing Pride on July 4 seemed all too 
appropriate. 

“After September 11 we 
stopped talking about it all to¬ 
gether. It seemed so petty and di¬ 
visive in light of what happened,” 
said DeVinny. “But then the dis¬ 
cussion was revived after the way 
gays and lesbians were treated 
after September 11. They were 
treated as second-class citizens 
even though they should have 
been treated equally.” 

The petition calling for the 
one T time move is being circulated 
via the Internet and can be found 
online at 

www.PetitionOnline.com/sf- 
pride4/petition.html. It states: “I 
recommend that the San Francis¬ 
co LGBT Pride Committee 
(www.sfpride.org) move the city’s 
gay Pride festivities to the late af¬ 
ternoon and early evening of Sun¬ 
day, July 4th in 2004, to celebrate 
basic American freedoms, and to 
underscore our struggle for equal¬ 
ity as citizens of the United States 
of America.” 

By putting the petition on the 
World Wide Web, DeVinny said 
he wants to gauge if there is any 
support for changing Pride to the 
Fourth. If the plan lands with a 
thud, or if a majority of the com¬ 


munity opposes such a switch, he 
said there would be no point in 
bringing the proposal before the 
Pride Committee. 

“If nobody is interested in 
doing it then why waste their 
time. It should be a community 
event,” said DeVinny, who is 30 
and works for the San Francisco 
Opera. 

But the petition not only has 
already prompted the attention of 
the Pride Committee - a member 
of the board contacted DeVinny 
within 12 hours of the petition 
being posted - it is receiving a 
warm reception from Teddy 
Witherington, the executive direc¬ 
tor of Pride. 

Instead of reacting negatively 
to the proposal outright, which 
Witherington admitted was his 
immediate thought, the concept 
does have some merits, he said. 

“When I first heard of it, I was 
‘Oh my god.’ The more I thought 
about it, I said ‘Hey, this is a really 
intriguing proposal,” said Wither¬ 
ington. “It goes to the heart of so 
many issues around Pride and 
that is a good thing.” 

But Witherington added he has 
yet to decide if he favors the idea. 
He expects the board will place 
the petition on its agenda, though 
it may not come up until the No¬ 
vember meeting. 

“I think we are always open to 
new ideas and this is certainly one 
that is going to be very exciting

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Lindh ain’t no Mandela 


O ne of the more bizarre spectacles of 
the war on terrorism occurred not in 
the rough terrain of Afghanistan, but 
right here in the U.S. - specifically, 
outside a federal courthouse in Alexandria, 
Virginia on Monday. It was there, after the 
U.S. government and lawyers for the so- 
called American Taliban John Walker Lindh 
reached a plea agreement that will spare 
Lindh life in prison, that his father, Frank 
Lindh, addressed the media. 

Frank Lindh stood before a bank of tele¬ 
vision cameras and a crowd of reporters, 
and compared his 21-year-old son to Nobel 
Peace Prize winner and longtime human 
rights activist Nelson Mandela. Apparently, 
Frank Lindh was able to make this extraor¬ 
dinary leap in logic because John Lindh’s 
plea bargain calls for him to serve up to 20 
years in prison and Mandela served more 
than two decades in prison. 

“I told John when he came back from 
Afghanistan, when I first met him, that Nel¬ 
son Mandela served 26 years in prison. He’s 
a good man, like John,” Frank Lindh said. 
What a joke. 

Mandela, of course, was jailed by the 
apartheid regime in South Africa that he 
had spent years fighting. 

John Walker Lindh pleaded guilty to one 
felony count of providing service to the Taliban 
and a second charge of carrying explosives 
when he committed that felony. He chose to 
join and fight with the Taliban, certainly one 
of the most oppressive regimes in recent years. 

Almost immediately after Frank Lindh’s 
obviously false comparison, journalists were 
quick to point out the significant differences 
between John Lindh and Mandela, with one 
CNN reporter wryly noting in his story that 
“people who know Nelson Mandela say 
John Walker Lindh is no Nelson Mandela.” 

Frank Lindh’s laughable statement is just 
the latest example of his denial. He has yet to 
address what may have influenced his son’s 
support of the Taliban: possible anger and 
confusion over Frank Lindh’s decision to 
leave his wife, reportedly for another man. 


Now that the plea bargain has been reached 
and there will be no trial, we may never know 
exactly what led John Lindh to go to 
Afghanistan and join the Taliban; 
however, it seems to us that his ap¬ 
parent anger at his father may 
have had something to do with it. , 

Evidence of John Lindh’s true 
feelings on homosexuality sur¬ 
faced last year after he was found in 
Afghanistan. The New York Daily News 
reported on some of Walker’s Internet 
postings between 1995-98, in¬ 
cluding those with homopho¬ 
bic comments. 

“He disapproved of a Mus¬ 
lim convention being held ‘at a theme park 
owned by Disney, whose productions are 
full of kaffir mythology, magic, occultism, 
sexism, racism, and homosexuality,”’ the 
Daily News reported on December 11,2001. 


“To a poster asking for recognition that 
there are gay Muslims, he wrote: ‘Please stop 
attempting to justify what you know is 
wrong,”’ the paper noted. 

Mark Bingham, the openly gay man 
who lost his life on September 11, was a 
hero. John Lindh is not. It’s that simple. 

James Brosnahan, John Lindh’s 
lead attorney, put out a press release 
Monday in which he noted that John 
Lindh “wishes to thank those who have 
| supported him, especially his family. 
John has stated his intention to 
devote himself to study.” 

We have a suggestion for 
young Mr. Lindh - perhaps he 
can use some of the next 20 years in prison to 
overcome his homophobia. Homophobia, 
hand in hand with religious fundamentalism, 
can be a corrupting influence, and that may be 
what happened in this case. T 




Gi-Act ion’s take on HIV study

I t doesn’t take a researcher in Barcelona 
to tell us what’s been going on in our 
hometown. 

In one of the more headline-making 
studies presented at the XIV International 
AIDS Conference held there last week, re¬ 
searchers found that 77 percent of men in 
five U.S, cities - not including San Francis¬ 
co - who tested positive for HIV didn’t 
know they were infected. Among young gay 
men of color, the gap was even wider - 90 
percent of black men and 70 percent of His- 
panics. 

Here in the Bay Area, we’ve known for a 
few years now that testing rates have been 
going down, and that even fewer people 
pick up their results. This city, long a bell¬ 
wether for national infection trends, has 
once again found itself on the cutting edge 
of the epidemic. 

But in the flurry of media attention that 
accompanied the upsetting - if not surpris¬ 
ing - statistics, we at Q Action, the young 
men’s program of the Stop AIDS Project, 
were disappointed to hear the same old 
sound bites: “Young men don’t take AIDS 
seriously,” “They weren’t around when we 
attended funerals every week,” “They don’t 
know everything we’ve been through.” 

We’re frustrated by the statistics, too. But 
we know that behind each number is a 
story, and that the stories we hear from our 
participants don’t resemble the headlines 
describing apathy and ignorance. It’s time 
that our community stop underestimating 
its youth - our experience with AIDS is dif¬ 
ferent, but it’s no less real. 

We count our losses in friends too scared 
and shamed by a slip-up to admit to them¬ 
selves or a counselor that they might be at 
risk and need testing. We tally new infec¬ 
tions among our old and current boyfriends 
and stand by their sides through tough 


treatment decisions and life-altering side ef¬ 
fects. The fact that in these times young pos¬ 
itive men might still enjoy long lives is little 
consolation when compared to the blame 
and disappointment this community heaps 
upon those who “should have known bet¬ 
ter.” 

This new research shows that a stagger¬ 
ing proportion of these unknown positives 
considered themselves at low risk for in¬ 
fection despite having engaged in such 
high-risk behavior as unprotected 
anal sex. But we’re not stupid. When 
we deny to ourselves the risks we 
take, we do so with the same excus¬ 
es used by older guys: “It was just 
that once,” “He would have told me 
if he were positive,” “Guys my age 
don’t have it.” 

We do have different 
reasons for telling our¬ 
selves that, though. 

Sure, kids come out at 14 or 15 now. And 
we know there’s no way that would have 
been possible without the long, hard battles 
fought and won by those who came before 
us. But without the stability of a mature 
perspective on life - or the security of a job 
or place to live - coming out in our early 
teens can be more Romeo + Juliet than a rev¬ 
olutionary act. 

But, like millions of young gay men be¬ 
fore, maybe you and your best friend wind 
up fooling around. You’re not just in love, 
you’re a love story. It’s the two of you against 
the world - where the world is your parents, 
who control where and what you do. The 
two of you have known each other forever, 
so you don’t ask who’s done what before ex¬ 
cept to figure out how to do what feels good. 
You don’t use a condom because when it’s 
the whole world against the two of you, you 
do what you can to feel like the world out¬ 
side doesn’t exist. 

Pretty soon, sex without a condom is the 
comfort zone, whether it’s with that first 
love or the next one. By the time kids sneak 


out to the Castro, there’s a lot to unlearn. 
Add to this that, whether we’ve come out or 
are picked out by bullies for being too 
pierced, too femme, or just too different, gay 
kids struggle with basic safety and constant 
unwanted attention in school. We’re not 
going to be eager to admit to behavior we’ve 
repeatedly been told is just plain wrong. 

Most of the young gay men behind those 
statistics have never gotten tested; many 
come from homes without access to health 
care, or where the medical establishment is 
automatically considered suspect. Taking an 
HIV test is not a regularly sched- 
uled event. It’s a moment of 
reckoning. Surely you under¬ 
stand how that feels. 

We’re not surprised by these 
heartbreaking statistics 
because we listen to the 
stories young guys tell us 
every day. And the youth 
who come to events are likely to be the most 
connected and educated of their peers. They 
carry what they learn back to groups of 
friends eager for real information about sex 
and sexuality not filtered through a school 
system’s censors. That’s not apathy - that’s 
a need for accurate, nonjudgmental sex ed¬ 
ucation. 

We at Q Action would like to invite all of 
our community - no matter your age - to 
join In Our Prime (the Stop AIDS Project 
program for older men) for a community 
forum in October. But don’t wait until then. 
Visit our Web site (www.qaction.org). Drop 
by our Castro Street office. We want to hear 
your coming out and survival stories. 

We just need you to listen back. We have 
stories to tell, too, and they’re not finished. 
They’re barely even begun. ▼

City Clinic responds 

Richard Broussard’s letter [Mailstrom, July 11] 
raises several important issues about patient care at 
City Clinic and syphilis in San Francisco. 

Since 1938 City Clinic has been San Francisco’s 
only STD clinic providing free or low cost care to all 
residents of San Francisco. It has an international rep¬ 
utation as a center of excellence in clinical care and 
research. Strict adherence to patient confidentiality is 
the cornerstone on which all clinical care at City Clin¬ 
ic is provided. All patients will be seen by a clinician 
alone so that issues relating to sexually transmitted in¬ 
fections and/or other personal matters may be dis¬ 
cussed by the patient in absolute safety and security. 
While some couples feel they have nothing to hide 
from one another and wish to be evaluated together, 
long experience has taught clinicians at City Clinic 
that more often than not couples wanting to be seen 
together do so at the behest of one partner who has an 
interest in controlling the content of the interaction. 

If after the initial consultation, a patient would like to 
discuss his or her findings with the partner and the 
clinician, that can be arranged. Furthermore, medical 
records cannot be accessed by any person or agency 
without the expressed written consent of the patient 
nor are subpoenaed records released to the courts. 
Without these many safeguards City Clinic could not 
continue to function as it does. 

The diagnosis of syphilis is usually straightfor¬ 
ward. There are situations however, when unusual 
complaints, a past syphilis infection, or inadequate 
documentation of treatment complicate the picture. 
Unfortunately, the current syphilis diagnostic tests are 
basically the same ones that were developed about 100* 
years ago. Syphilis diagnostics have not benefited from 
the revolution in biotechnology that have proved use¬ 
ful for other diseases. Many times these tests give cor¬ 
rect results right away; other times clinicians may 
need to wait a few days for the results of confirmato¬ 
ry tests and other relevant clinical information. On 



rare occasions clinicians have to recommend treat¬ 
ment with incomplete information and in these cases 
will often choose to treat to benefit the patient and 
potentially public health. In any event when it comes 
to diagnosing syphilis, there are no more experienced 
clinicians in the diagnosis and management of 
syphilis than those at City Clinic. 

Although syphilis is no longer the scourge it was 
in the pre-penicillin era, it may still have serious con¬ 
sequences. In HIV-negative persons with syphilis, the 
initial chancre or sore may act as an entry way for 
HIV. In HIV-positive persons syphilis may cause seri¬ 
ous symptoms such as fevers, headaches, night sweats, 
weight loss, and fatigue that may go undiagnosed and 
lead to expensive, time consuming evaluations. In ad¬ 
dition syphilis may increase the HIV viral load and 
affect the eyes, ears, and brain resulting in permanent 
visual loss, deafness, seizures, and strokes. 

In 1998 there were 10 cases of early syphilis among 
gay men. In 2001 there were 183 cases and by the end 
of June this year, there were already more than 200. 

It is incumbent upon those San Franciscans at risk 
for syphilis to educate themselves and their doctors 
about the signs and symptoms of syphilis and protect 
themselves by adopting healthy behaviors such as reg¬ 
ular STD testing and condom use. 

City Clinic is committed to assuring a sexually 
healthy community with partnerships based on trust 
and responsibility. We welcome further opportunities 
to educate the community and providers. For more 
information on syphilis, please see the City Clin¬ 
ic Web site at www.dph.sf.ca.us/sfcityclin- 
bf ic or www.healthypenis2002.org.

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What is the history of 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’?

July 19, 1993 (nine years ago this 
month): President Bill Clinton an¬ 
nounces the Department of De¬ 
fense's new policy on gays in the 
military. 


T he controversial issue of gays 
and lesbians serving in the 
U.S. military didn’t start 
with Bill Clinton, although his ad¬ 
ministration’s policies escalated it 
to a new level of importance and 
urgency. 

Before World War I, the mili¬ 
tary had no set policy regarding 
gays and lesbians serving in its 
ranks, but discharges for homo¬ 
sexual conduct occurred nonethe¬ 
less. After the war, with the prolif¬ 
eration of psychological studies 
on sexual “inversion,” the Articles 
of War added consensual sodomy 
as criminal behavior. By the start 
of World War II, gay and lesbian 
recruits were routinely weeded 
out during the induction process 
for “psychiatric” reasons. 

But as the war effort - and the 
need for soldiers - grew, the mili¬ 
tary relaxed the ban, and many 
gays and lesbians were allowed to 
enlist and serve. It wasn’t until the 
war was winding down that the 
military once again began to en¬ 
force its anti-gay regulations, issu¬ 
ing dishonorable “blue” dis¬ 
charges to many gay service mem¬ 
bers. Crackdowns on gay and les¬ 
bian personnel continued 
throughout the 1950s and 1960s. 

As part of the gay rights move¬ 
ment that flourished in the 1970s, 
a number of gay soldiers, beginning 
with Sergeant Leonard Matlovich, 
mounted unsuccessful legal chal-

lenges to the dismissal of homosex¬ 
uals from the military. Then, in 
1981, the Department of Defense 
wrote into its policy that “homo¬ 
sexuality is incompatible with mil¬ 
itary service,” requiring discharge 
for any person “who engages in, de¬ 
sires to engage in, or intends to en¬ 
gage in homosexual acts.” 

During the 1980s, more queer 
service members tried to fight the 
military’s policy. There were a few 


high-profile successes, like that of 
Sergeant Miriam Ben-Shalom, 
who in 1987 was reinstated by the 
U.S. Army Reserves after a 10-year 
battle. Within the gay communi¬ 
ty, more activists began calling for 
an end to the ban. 

Then came Candidate Clinton. 
He first broached the subject of 
lifting the ban at a speech at Har¬ 
vard’s Kennedy School of Govern¬ 
ment in the fall of 1991. As the De¬ 
mocratic front-runner in May 
1992, Clinton made a his¬ 
toric announcement at a 
gay campaign fundraiser 
in Hollywood. 

After being introduced 
by David Mixner - an out gay 
man who advised Clinton 
on gay-rights issues - 
Clinton vowed that, 
if elected, he would 
take swift action 
against the DOD’s anti-gay policy. 
Although the promise didn’t raise 
much debate during the cam¬ 
paign, it did help garner Clinton a 
wealth of gay contributions over 
the next several months and the 
support of an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of gay voters in November. 

Just days after his inauguration 
in January 1993, President Clinton 
issued a memorandum instruct¬ 
ing Defense Secretary Les Aspin to 
draft an executive order ending 
anti-gay discrimination in the 
military. The memo was met with 
fierce opposition from the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, especially General 
Colin Powell, the chair; Senator 
Sam Nunn (D-Georgia), chair of 
the Armed Services Committee; 
and numerous members of both 
houses of Congress. Aspin urged 
Clinton to delay the order, and the 
president quickly announced a 
six-month review period, in 
which there would be a temporary 
suspension of gay discharges and 
military officials could not ques¬ 
tion recruits about their sexual 
orientation. 

Throughout the spring of 1993, 
Congress held a series of heated 
hearings on the military issue. 
Those in favor of lifting the ban 
often compared the issue to racial 
segregation in the military before 
1948. Opponents held that allow¬ 
ing gays to serve openly would be 
“prejudicial to good order and dis¬ 
cipline” because of the military’s 
“close quarters.” One witness - 
Colonel Fred Peck, whose own son 
was gay - said he would never 
want his son to serve for fear “his 
life would be in jeopardy from his 
own troops.” The sensational press 
the hearings garnered helped stir 
up public opinion against gays 
serving in the military. 

In the face of such strong oppo¬ 
sition, the Clinton administration 
abandoned the idea of lifting the 
ban completely, although the pres¬ 
ident was adamant that the revised 
policy be conduct-based - “not 
what they are, but what they do,” as 
Aspin explained to the Armed Ser¬ 


vices Committee. In July of that 
year, Clinton announced the com¬ 
promise he and Nunn had reached, 
a policy whose guiding principles 
had become known as “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell, Don’t Pursue.” 

Under this plan, gay people 
could ostensibly serve in the mili¬ 
tary - as they always had - as long 
as they didn’t mention their sexu¬ 
al orientation. No one in the mil¬ 
itary could ask them about their 
sexuality, which was consid¬ 
ered a “personal and private 
matter.” Only “homosexual 
conduct” could lead to dis¬ 
charge. 

But that fall, Congress 
codified the policy in the 
Defense Authorization Act, 
using much different 
language. The new 
law weakened the dis¬ 
tinction between ho¬ 
mosexual status and conduct and 
asserted that homosexuality is an 
“unacceptable risk... to unit cohe¬ 
sion.” Further, the new legislation 
made it impossible to change the 
military policy by executive decree. 

Since that time, gay discharges 
have, ironically, increased. Many 
of these discharges have occurred 
within the first months of service. 
This may be in part because gay 
recruits realize they’re facing a 
hostile environment and “tell” to 
be released from service, since ha¬ 
rassment of gay - or presumed 
gay - service members has also 
risen since 1993. The beating 
death of Private First Class Barry 
Winchell by a fellow soldier in 
1999 drew public attention to an 
alarming level of anti-gay harass¬ 
ment that was going unchecked by 
military officials. 

Soon after Winchell’s murder, 
Clinton himself pronounced 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” a failure. ▼

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Corporate scandals 
worry Republicans

N ow it seems pretty clear, 
despite his chief press 
flack’s denials, that George 
W. Bush himself dabbled in ille¬ 
gal insider trading back in 1990, 
when he was sitting on the board 
of directors of Harken Energy. 
Bush bailed out of the Texas- 
based company, where he served 
as a director, by selling 212,000 
shares at $4 per share only a cou¬ 
ple of months before it was an¬ 
nounced publicly that the compa¬ 
ny had hidden losses, thereby 
leading to Harken’s stock plum¬ 
meting to $1 per share. Bush real¬ 
ized a hefty $848,000 profit from 
the stock sale.

Bush, many will recall, claimed 
straight-faced, that he had no ad¬ 
vance knowledge that Harken was 
in financial trouble and headed 
for the skids (say what? What the 
hell do they pay these board 
members $300,000 a year for?). 

Further, Bush failed to report 
the sale of his stock in a timely 
fashion as required by the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Commission, 
but instead, notified the SEC some 
eight months after the federal 
deadline. 

First, Bush claimed that the pa¬ 
pers were actually filed on time, 
but “must have been lost” by the 
SEC people. When that was 
proven untrue, Bush then blamed 
the failure to file on “mistakes by 
attorneys at Harken.” Well, okay. A 
SEC investigation into the case 
quickly concluded that Bush had 
done nothing illegal, although the 
SEC general counsel at the time, 
one James Doty, just happened 
to have earlier represented Bush 
during his purchase of the Texas 
Rangers baseball team - a deal, 
that, coincidentally, Bush financed 
in part with the proceeds of his 
Harken stock dump. 

Skeptical? Shame upon you. 
Dubya campaigned on a program 
of bringing “morality and hon¬ 
esty” to Washington, didn’t he? 

And, the news continues to get 
worse for the administration. Just 
last week a watchdog group in 
Washington announced that it was 
filing a shareholders lawsuit against 
Vice President Dick Cheney and 
his former employer, Halliburton 
Company (Cheney was its CEO), 
claiming the company engaged in 
accounting fraud. Halliburton is 
now under investigation by the 
SEC; the commission is looking 
into Halliburton’s accounting 
methods for reporting cost over¬ 
runs on construction jobs. 

Cheney, predictably, knows 
nothing of any Halliburton 
wrongdoing; he received a going 


away package from Halliburton of 
$14 million when he left to join 
the Bush election ticket in 2000. 

We’ve got all these companies 
with top executives who’ve al¬ 
legedly cooked the books - Enron, 
(the company has been accused of 
screwing over California energy 
users), WorldCom, ImClone, and 
the accounting firm of Arthur An¬ 
dersen, with other firms to come 
(this is only the tip of the iceberg, 
folks) - and then President Bush, 
feeling the political heat, went to 
Wall Street last week trying to 
look serious while calling for “a 
crackdown on corporate Ameri¬ 
ca” and vowing to put an end 
to “the days of cooking 
the books” by corporate 
executives and their 
cover-up auditors. 

Just what the country 
needed - Insider Trader 
Number One going to 
Wall Street, dispensing 
a lot of political 
hot air on cor¬ 
porate respon¬ 
sibility. The re¬ 
sult? The stock market tanked. 

And who are the voters, as well 
as the thousands who have lost 
their jobs and their retirement sav¬ 
ings, likely to blame in November? 
To be sure, the backlash ultimate¬ 
ly threatens the Republican Party. 
It’s the party in power and the 
party most closely aligned with big 
business. Also, Republican big 
business leaders helped propel 
Bush into the White House, there¬ 
by putting him in charge of orga¬ 
nizations like the SEC, and no 
amount of posturing on Wall 
Street by the president is likely to 
help out the GOP (Greedy Old 
Party?) that is headed by Bush, Ch¬ 
eney, Karl Rove, and Company. 

Look for Democrats to make 
gains in both the U.S. Senate and 
the House of Representatives on 
November 5.

And in California, more ques¬ 
tions are surfacing about the busi¬ 
ness dealings of GOP gubernator¬ 
ial candidate Bill Simon. Last 
week his name surfaced on a list of 
several millionaires under investi¬ 
gation by the Internal Revenue 
Service for participating in tax 
shelters that the IRS considers 
questionable, at best. The IRS is 
filing lawsuits as part of an at¬ 
tempt to rein in shelters that offi¬ 
cials estimate annually cost the 
government tens of billions of 
dollars in lost revenue. Last week, 
Simon again refused to release his 
tax returns for the years he has 
resided in California. Democratic 
Governor Gray Davis, of course, 
wasted no time in blasting his 
GOP rival for not releasing his re¬ 
turns. Davis pointed out that he, 
as well as his two Republican pre¬ 
decessors, George Deukmejian 
and Pete Wilson, have always 
made their tax returns available 
and said, “The IRS documents 
raise serious and troubling ques¬ 
tions about whether Mr. Simon 
has been improperly using shel¬ 
ters to avoid paying taxes.” 

Supervisor Mark Leno, ac¬ 
companied by good friend, for¬ 
mer Ambassador James Hormel, 
spent a couple of days recently on 
the East Coast, where Leno sup¬ 
porters in New York City and 
Washington, D.C. put together 
fundraisers for the assemblyman- 
to-be to help Leno retire his cam¬ 
paign debt from the primary. 


Incidentally, a new Field Poll 
released last week shows that Cal¬ 
ifornia voters have a more favor¬ 
able view of their state Legislature. 
In a turnabout from a survey 
taken in April, more state voters 
have a favorable view of the Leg¬ 
islature, 45 percent to 36 percent. 
The Field Poll also showed that 
Governor Gray Davis’s job rating 
has shown some improvement 
since April, when 54 percent rated 
him negatively. Voters overall gave 
Davis positive ratings for efforts to 
“prevent terrorism and improve 
the state’s security,” with 44 per¬ 
cent saying he was doing a “very 
good” or “good” job in 
that category. They 
also gave the governor 
high marks for work¬ 
ing to protect the en¬ 
vironment and re¬ 
duce crime. The lat¬ 
est Field Poll (released 
July 11) has Davis lead¬ 
ing his conser¬ 
vative GOP 
opponent, Bill 
Simon, by a 
seven-point margin: 41 percent to 
34 percent, with 16 percent unde¬ 
cided, and 9 percent for other can¬ 
didates. 

One of the most closely- 
watched, bitterly contested con¬ 
gressional races in the country is in 
California’s 18th District where As¬ 
semblyman Dennis Cardoza (D- 
Merced) is slightly favored to de¬ 
feat state Senator Dick Monteith 
(R-Modesto) to replace outgoing 
Representative Gary Condit (D- 
Ceres). Monteith backers are call¬ 
ing in the GOP heavy hitters like 
veep Dick Cheney, House Speaker 
Dennis Hastert (R-Illinois), and 
Majority Whip Tom DeLay (R- 
Texas). Cardoza is getting help 
from House Minority Leader Dick 
Gephardt (D-Missouri), Senator 
Joe Lieberman (D-Connecticut), 
and California Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein (D), who is very popular in 
the San Joaquin Valley district. Fe- 
instein and Governor Gray Davis 
are also reportedly urging former 
President Bill Clinton to make an 
appearance in the district on Car¬ 
doza’s behalf. Voter registration 
records in the 18th District show 
Democrats holding roughly a 50 
percent to 39 percent advantage 
over the GOP. 

Janet gets jiggy: Taking a cue 
from Saturday Night Live's “Janet 
Reno Dance Party” skit, Reno, the 
former attorney general in the 
Clinton administration and cur¬ 
rent Democratic candidate for 
governor in Florida, is hosting a 
rave fundraiser tomorrow night at 
Leval, the trendy club on Miami’s 
South Beach. Expected at the high¬ 
ly publicized event are Damon and 
Marlon Wayans, Ziggy Marley, 
Kim Basinger, Matt Damon, 
Elton John, Rosie O’Donnell, 
Martin Sheen, and other celebs. 

Gotta wonder how widespread 
this practice is - the chair of the 
New Mexico Republican Party, 
John Dendahl, said last week that 
he was approached by a Republi¬ 
can Party figure out of Washing¬ 
ton who asked him to offer the 
state Green Party $100,000 to run 
candidates in two congressional 
districts in an effort to divide the 
Democratic vote. Dendahl said he 
conveyed the offer to officials of 
the New Mexico Green Party, who 
initially showed some interest, but 
ultimately declined the offer.

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Much ado 
about patriotism

| ationalism is reaching a 
fevered pitch in this coun¬ 
try, even though September 
11 is 10 months behind us. In the 
recent flap over the Pledge of Alle¬ 
giance, for example, even some of 
our most liberal politicians rushed 
to attack the court decision, there¬ 
by proving themselves “true patri¬ 
ots.” But this kind of simple- 
minded approach to the concept 
of “patriotism” threatens to silence 
those who aren’t in the political 
mainstream or, like gay people, are 
still without civil rights. 

It’s funny that gay people can 
still be patriotic - we pay taxes but 
can’t legally marry or serve open¬ 
ly in the military. Still, after the 
terrorist attacks, many gay publi¬ 
cations featured American flags 
on their covers; flags adorned our 
public meeting spaces. Gay com¬ 
munity fundraisers and festivi 
ties throughout the past 10 
months have honored the 
victims and heroes of 9/11. 

In particular, gay Pride 
season this year seemed like 
a good time to display our 
national pride, too - our 
marches took on 
themes like Washing¬ 
ton, D.C.’s “United in 
Pride,” 

Boston’s 
“Proud of 
Our Heroes,” 

and Dayton’s “True Colors, Shin¬ 
ing Through.” Gilbert Baker, who 
created the first rainbow flag in 
1978, appeared at the New York 
march in Star-and-Stripes drag. 
And at another annual New York 
Pride event, a marching band that 
in past years had played mostly 
queer anthems like “Over the 
Rainbow” regaled the crowd - 
which included some folks wear¬ 
ing Old Glory T-shirts - with 
“America, the Beautiful.” 

At the same time, however, 
many of us on the left are grap¬ 
pling with how we can be sup¬ 
portive of our country but also 
maintain a skeptical awareness 
about our government’s activities. 
Three-fourths of gay people did¬ 
n’t vote for Bush, and many of us 
were disturbed by the final out¬ 
come of the 2000 “election.” Since 
September, we’ve had to watch an 
inept president basically luck out 
- Bush’s ability to show compas¬ 
sion and a semblance of control 
during a national tragedy bumped 
his approval rating up to 90 per¬ 
cent last fall (it hovers around 70 
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Lesbian Notions 


percent today). 

From a position of 
popularity, his ad¬ 
ministration is 
helping move the 
country to the 
right - not a com¬ 
fortable turn of 
events for gay peo¬ 
ple and other 
“outsiders,” as his¬ 
tory has shown. 

Now even re¬ 
ferring to 9/1 las a 
lucky break for 
Bush makes me a 
little nervous. The 
so-called Patriot 
Act has extended 
the powers of the 
Department of 
Justice in a way 
that’s unnerving 
. for anyone who 
questions govern¬ 
ment policy. Recently, CBS News 
ran a segment on leftist San Fran¬ 
ciscans who had felt the new 
wide reach of the FBI. One 
retired phone company 
worker - I picked up gay- 
dar, but his sexual orientation 
wasn’t mentioned - had 
loudly criticized the war in 
Afghanistan while work¬ 
ing out at the gym. A few 
days later G-men were 
knocking at 
his door; 
some good 
patriot had 
reported his “suspicious” views. A 
female anti-war activist also got a 
visit from FBI agents who thought 
she might be familiar with Mus¬ 
lim extremist men - as if simply 
being against the war in 
Afghanistan meant sympathy for 
terrorists. Ironically, the woman 
turned out to be a Jewish lesbian, 
which the agents had somehow 
neglected to find out in advance. 

Just as worrisome as increased 
government surveillance is the 
fact that Americans are defining 
“patriotism” very narrowly these 
days - not as “love for and devo¬ 
tion to one’s country,” as Webster’s 
simply states it, but, to borrow our 
popular president’s words, in a 
“you’re-either-with-us-or- 
against-us” way. “Patriotism” is 
once again a synonym for think¬ 
ing uncritically. 

In the recent Pledge of Alle¬ 
giance brouhaha, for example, 
questioning the constitutionality 
of the words “under God” in a 
public oath is being equated with 
treason. The man who brought the 
lawsuit has received death threats. 



But Francis Bellamy, the Baptist 
minister who in 1892 wrote the 
Pledge (without the reference to 
God), was a socialist who believed 
that restructuring the economy 
would be the best route to “liberty 
and justice for all.” Today, he’d be 
dismissed as a crackpot, since so¬ 
cialism has long been high up on 
the government’s list of “un- 
American” political viewpoints. 

Sadly, “patriotism” has become 
a kind of intellectual terrorism to 
keep us scared - and behaving like 
good citizens. Lesbian comic Kate 
Clinton told the Boston Globe re¬ 
cently that these days her audi¬ 
ences (which are largely gay) seem 
“relieved” when she sticks to gay 
jokes instead of venturing into po¬ 
litical commentary. And many 
writers and celebrities have opted 
not to sign a statement, currently 
circulating in artistic and academ¬ 
ic circles, that protests the govern¬ 
ment’s post-September 11 poli¬ 
cies. Even though they agree with 
the petition, they’re afraid of jeop¬ 
ardizing their careers - code for 
fear of blacklisting. 

“It’s become dangerous,” the 
Reverend Barry Lynn of Americans 
United for Separation of Church 
and State told CNN recently, “to be 
anything but what the government 
tells you to be.” Unless we reclaim 
“patriotism” as the right to think 
for ourselves, then the terrorists re¬ 
ally have won. ▼

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magistrate last week ruled that a 
gay father must stop living with 
his partner or lose visitation rights 
with his children.

Supreme Court to review the con¬ 
stitutionality of the Texas “Homo¬ 
sexual Conduct” law and declare it 
unconstitutional. The case, 


Lawrence and Garner v. Texas , pre¬ 
sents the high court with two in¬ 
dependent constitutional claims, 
one based on equal protection and 
another based on privacy. The 
case arises from two Texas men 
who were arrested and convicted 
for having consensual sex in a pri¬ 
vate residence. 

Mike Carmody, a reader who 
works for AT8cT, sent this one in: 
At AT8cT’s annual shareholder’s 
meeting in Charleston, South Car¬ 
olina, last week, shareholders spon¬ 
sored several proposals. Among 
them was one “to amend AT8cT’s 
Equal Opportunity Statement to 
eliminate sexual preference or ori¬ 
entation.” Thankfully, the propos¬ 
al failed, with people voting 151 
million shares (6 percent) for the 
proposal, while others voted 2.3 
billion shares (94 percent) against 


the idea. Thanks, Mr. Carmody. 

My “Quote of the Week” comes 
from Republican state Senator 
Maurice Johannessen of Redding, 
who was ousted by his fellow GOP 
members from the Republican 
Caucus for providing the Democra¬ 
tic side with the lone GOP vote 
needed to pass a state budget. Jo¬ 
hannessen: “Maybe the Republican 
Caucus should have cast one more 
vote before they left town and voted 
themselves hypocrites of the year.”

Congress takes up 
second druq bill

H ow was your Fourth? Did 
you have fun? Did you host 
a barbecue? Um, did one of 
your guests smoke a joint? Are you 
sure? 

Be sure next time. 

Because if they do, under a new 
federal law proposed by Senator 
Joe Biden (D-Delaware), the po¬ 
lice could seize your house, im¬ 
pound your bank accounts, and 
fine you up to $250,000 - without 
charging you criminally or giving 
you the right to a jury trial. 

The bill, S2633, which just 
passed out of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee and is headed for the 
Senate floor, would make proper¬ 
ty owners responsible for drug use 
in their homes or businesses. 

Called the RAVE Act, short for 
Reducing America’s Vulnerability 
to Ecstasy, it is mainly targeted at 
promoters who rent their proper¬ 
ty out for dance parties. But ac¬ 
cording to the bill’s language, any¬ 
one who permits drug use in any 
place that they control or own, for 
profit or not, is criminally liable. 

“Most raves are havens for il¬ 
licit drug use,” said Biden. “Enact¬ 
ing the RAVE Act will help prose¬ 
cute the promoters who seek to 
profit from exploiting and endan¬ 
gering young lives.” 

The bill is a rewriting of the 
federal “crack house” statutes, 
which Biden helped draft in the 
1980s and were designed to make 
landlords responsible if they 
owned the property where drug 
dealers set up crack houses or 
shooting galleries. 

The Drug Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration and local authorities 
have been trying to use those ex¬ 
isting statutes to prosecute rave 
promoters, but they haven’t been 
very successful. 

In August 1998 a 17-year-old 


girl, Jillian Kirkland, died from a 
drug overdose after attending a 
rave at the State Palace Theater in 
New Orleans, prompting prosecu¬ 
tors to begin an investigation in 
which they managed to buy 45 
hits of ecstasy and five other ille¬ 
gal pills from low-level dealers at 
the State Palace. 

In 2001, they finally charged 
the owners of the theater - a 
venue which presented all sorts of 
events, from the Dave Matthews 
Band to tapings of the Regis and 
Kathie Lee show to an “Attack of 
the 50 foot Raver Zombies” party 
- with operating a crack house. 
But the prosecution couldn’t 
prove that the owners, Robert and 
Brian Brunet, had anything to do 
with the drug use. The case ended 
in a stalemate, and the Brunets fi¬ 
nally agreed to a plea bargain. 

Prosecutors in Florida tried 
again, using the crack house 
statutes, later in the year at Club 
La Vela in Panama City Beach. 
Prosecutors couldn’t find any ac¬ 
tual drugs, so they relied on show¬ 
ing the jury Blow Pops, gum, and 
glow sticks, which they had seized 
in a raid on the club, and stated 
that those were drug parapherna¬ 
lia. They also showed the jury a 
picture of a man giving another 
man a massage, which they had 
found on the club’s Web site, and 
introduced this as evidence of 
drug use. 

The jury in that case returned 
after two hours with a not-guilty 
verdict. 

Because prosecutors have been 
frustrated by not being able to stop 
the large-scale flow of ecstasy into 
this country, and haven’t been able 
to effectively prosecute the small¬ 
time dealers who do business in 
clubs, in both the New Orleans 
and the Florida cases they turned 
to trying to shut down rave venues 
and prosecute their owners. 
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Phillip Adkinson the maximum 
sentence - 12 years - for his vol¬ 
untary manslaughter conviction 
for the death of Todd Peterson. 

On June 12, 1999, police ar¬ 
rived in response to a 911 hang-up 
call at Peterson’s apartment to 
find him dead from multiple stab 
wounds. Adkinson, the only other 
person in the apartment, refused 
to let police inside. He had a single 
stab wound which was later found 
to be self-inflicted. 

According to Community 
United Against Violence, Peterson 
was a man described by his wife, 
Julie Immer, as “a radical human¬ 
itarian ... who defied labels of gay 
or straight.” He was last seen at 
the gay bar My Place, and he met 
up with Adkinson before return¬ 
ing home. Adkinson employed a 
“homosexual panic” defense for 


the killing, but Immer was 
adamant that Adkinson should 
receive the longest sentence pos¬ 
sible. 

During Friday’s hearing, 
Immer repeatedly confronted Ad¬ 
kinson and demanded that he an¬ 
swer to her. 

“I was supposed to go over 
there that night. What if I had 
showed up? Would you have killed 
me, too, Phillip?” she asked, to 
which Adkinson replied, “No.” 

“To this day I still don’t know 
what happened that night,” Ad¬ 
kinson told Immer. “I have to live 
with it for the rest of my life.” 

Adkinson then described his 
suicide attempts in jail and his de¬ 
sire to talk to Immer during his 
murder trial. 

“What did you want to say to 
me?” she asked. 


“That I’m sorry,” Adkinson 
replied. 

“Then stand up,” said Immer, 
who asked Judge Moscone per¬ 
mission for Adkinson to be re¬ 
moved from his handcuffs. “I for¬ 
give you Phillip. This is the great¬ 
est gift I can give to you. Todd and 
I were non-violent people. Come. 
I set you free.” 

The two hugged and sobbed 
before Adkinson was ordered back 
into his cuffs, and Moscone deliv¬ 
ered his judgment. 

“With exception to the re¬ 
morse shown today,” said 
Moscone, “I find no mitigating 
circumstances.” 

Citing Adkinson’s “violence, 
cruelty, and callousness,” Moscone 
imposed 11 years with the addi¬ 
tion of one year for the use of a 
weapon in Peterson’s death. ▼

DPH AIDS program in 
Santa Clara thrives 
under new leadership

I t wouldn’t be news in San 
Francisco, but just down the 
Peninsula, a couple of individ¬ 
uals at the Santa Clara Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health are making 
history. For the first time, the de¬ 
partment’s HIV/AIDS Prevention 
and Control Program is being led 
by two openly gay men. 

The program director is Kevin 
Hutchcroft, a former legislator in 
Oklahoma and an openly HIV¬ 
positive healthcare advocate, and 
the program’s prevention manag¬ 
er is Clark Williams, who did sex 
worker outreach in Baltimore be¬ 
fore heading west. They are 38 and 
36 years old, respectively, and were 
hired at around the same time at 
the end of last year. Both see their 
open sexuality as beneficial to 
doing their jobs, and both have 
big plans for the agency as it 
moves through the new millenni¬ 
um and a new frontier of AIDS. 

“We are California’s fourth 
largest county,” said Williams, 
“and as such, we have a lot of di¬ 
versity. Our program was a little 
outdated in that it wasn’t neces¬ 
sarily targeting the communities 
that are at the greatest risk. So 
what I’ve been doing is redirecting 
a lot of our initiatives to focus on 
Latinos and our new migrant 
communities, identifying barriers 
to service such as language and ge¬ 
ography, and improving access to 
testing.” 

Williams credits working 
under Hutchcroft with his ability 
to reevaluate and implement bet¬ 
ter prevention programs. 

“I was a little hesitant about 
making the move into a govern¬ 
ment agency, but working for 
Kevin has made it a terrific experi¬ 
ence for me,” said Williams. “Al¬ 
though I just arrived, other people 
in the department who have been 
here a long time keep talking about 
what a wonderful opportunity this

is for change. He’s a great guy to 
work for, and he wants to make 
sure everybody has a chance to add 
their contribution to his efforts.” 

Hutchcroft himself harbors a 
unique history: at the age of 22 he 
became one of the youngest state 
legislators ever to be elected to the 
Oklahoma House of Representa¬ 
tives. He was not yet openly gay, or 
even all that attentive to his per¬ 
sonal life, but he accomplished a 
lot during his six years of service, 
including introducing an HIV pre¬ 
vention education bill that became 
the first such state mandate in the 
country. He then went on to be¬ 
come a program director at Okla¬ 
homa’s state health department, 
where he worked from 1993-2000. 
His HIV-positive status, he said, 
“lends credibility to the work I do.” 

Originally hired for Williams’s 
position, Hutchcroft took over his 
current position a few months 
after it became vacant (Williams 
was hired shortly thereafter). 
Hutchcroft’s immediate goals, he 


said, are to “maintain the integri¬ 
ty of our system of care in the face 
of budget cuts,” which may in¬ 
volve combating a resurgence of 
the AIDS exceptionalism move¬ 
ment that challenges why AIDS 
gets so much money when more 
people die of other diseases. 

“I don’t like how that issue is 
framed. Let’s not debate which 
Holocaust is worse,” said Hutch¬ 
croft of the exceptionalism argu¬ 
ment. “HIV is infectious. It’s still 
incurable, and it’s still spreading, 
and in terms of years of productive 
life lost, HIV is still topping the list. 
People die young and vital with 
this disease. Additionally, HIV re¬ 
search is beneficial to treating other 
diseases. Breakthroughs spill over 
into other areas like hepatitis C, 
and sexually transmitted diseases.” 

Another project of Hutch¬ 
croft’s is opening an HIV living 
center for people in Santa Clara 
County, where HIV-positive indi¬ 
viduals can gather for social activ¬ 
ities as well as medical appoint¬ 
ments, food services, and case 
management. 

All of these goals, he believes, 
will be well served by his past as a 
legislator. 

“I understand the legislative 
process and how policy makers ar¬ 
rive at decisions, and it’s very sim¬ 
ilar to the production of sausage,” 
said Hutchcroft. “You just don’t 
want to see it yourself. It’s pretty 
ugly.” 

He is also excited to be doing 
his job in an area where discrimi¬ 
nation and bias don’t override the 
tasks at hand. 

“One of the things I tell people 
here is they just don’t know how 
good they have it,” he said. “I 
moved here for that reason. To 
come to an area where gay couples 
can openly adopt children, where 
you can actually do something 
about harassment of kids in 
schools, it’s a totally different envi¬ 
ronment for me and I can’t tell you 
how happy I am to be here.” T

for a number of people. We are 
looking forward to finding out 
what people think about it,” he 
said. 

So far, most people who have 
come across the petition are in 
support of the move, with 76 peo¬ 
ple already signing in favor of the 
idea. Reactions vary from sup¬ 
porting the political sentiment of 
the date change to wanting to 
bring the Pride Parade back to its 
original roots of activism. 

“Queer pride is as American as 
mom and apple pie. Let’s bring 
the celebrations together,” wrote 
Oakland resident Chris Cardona. 

“I can’t think of a better way to 
make the point that we’re Ameri¬ 
can citizens. Plus, this provides a 
unifying theme to base our cos¬ 
tumes upon,” wrote San Francisco 
resident Brian McConnell. 

Added San Francisco resident 
Jason Dewees, “Fog obscures fire¬ 
works anyway and maybe this way 
fewer corporate sponsors would 
come.” 

DeVinny said he has received 
one negative e-mail toward the 


suggested date change. And as of 
Wednesday of this week, only one 
person registered opposition to 
the idea in their comments on the 
petition. 

“This is quite a dumb idea. 
Pride celebrates Stonewall - i.e., 
late June - plus I go out of town 
on the 4th of July every year,” 
commented San Francisco resi¬ 
dent Aiden Shaw. 

There is precedent for moving 
the Pride date, said Witherington. 
While most people assume the 
date is set at the end of June to co¬ 
incide with the anniversary of 
Stonewall, that is only partly true. 

Because Los Angeles and San 
Francisco Prides did not want to 
compete with each other, the two 
Pride committees previously had 
an agreement on when each 
would hold its event. Initially, the 
two cities agreed to flip-flop the 
third and fourth weekends of June 
with each other. 

“I think that the only time that 
really happened was in 1994 and 
1995. In 1994 everyone was a week 
early because it was Stonewall in 
New York. So Pride was the third 
weekend on June 19 that year,” re¬ 
called Witherington. “The follow¬ 
ing year, for a brief time, was an 


agreement with L.A. that L.A. and 
S.F. would flip-flop and it only re¬ 
ally happened in 1995 when S.F. 
Pride was on June 18. For various 
reasons it couldn’t happen in sub¬ 
sequent years.” 

Due to that problem, the two 
cities entered into the fixed-date 
agreement. 

“We basically resolved it with 
L.A. so that we both had dates that 
were permanently fixed. It was 
agreed L.A. Pride would be on the 
third weekend and S.F. would be 
on the fourth weekend,” said 
Witherington. “That helps all the 
other Pride organizations in Cali¬ 
fornia work out their dates.” 

If the Pride Committee did 
elect to move Pride to the Fourth 
of July in 2004, Witherington said 
the board has until next year’s 
Pride to finalize that decision. 
Pride in 2003 will be held Satur¬ 
day, June 28 and Sunday, June 29. 

In the end, it may come down 
to siding over the rainbow flag or 
the American flag. 

“I think it would pose an inter¬ 
esting dilemma to City Hall as to 
which flag they would fly that day. 
Maybe they would opt to display 
both,” said Witherington. “I guess 
we would get free fireworks.” T 
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Federal jury convicts 
California pot grower

|M| n July 11 a federal jury in 
i Sacramento convicted 
W Bryan James Epis on feder¬ 
al charges of criminal conspiracy 
and drug manufacturing. The case 
is the first in which a California 
medical marijuana prosecution 
has reached a federal jury. 

Epis, a founder of Chico Med¬ 
ical Marijuana Caregivers, said he 
was a medical cannabis user him¬ 
self and was growing marijuana 
for the dispensary’s patients in 
compliance with state law. Cali¬ 
fornia voters passed Proposition 
215, allowing medical use of 
cannabis, in 1996. Federal prose¬ 
cutors allege that Epis was grow¬ 
ing marijuana for profit. 

Epis faces a mandatory mini¬ 
mum sentence of 10 years. His 
sentence could be enhanced be¬ 
cause his home, where some mar¬ 
ijuana plants were grown, is with¬ 
in 1,000 feet of a school. Epis is 
being held in jail pending sen¬ 
tencing, which is scheduled for 
late August. Epis’s attorney Tony 


Serra said the verdict would be ap¬ 
pealed. 

Serra, Epis, and various wit¬ 
nesses presented testimony con¬ 
cerning the medical use of 
cannabis, which presiding U.S. 
District Judge Frank C. Damrell Jr. 
instructed the jury to disregard. 

During the trial the judge took 
extraordinary measures to ensure 
that jurors were not influenced by 
medical marijuana supporters. 
Jeff Jones of the Oakland 
Cannabis Buyers Cooperative was 
accused of obstructing justice 
after he allegedly distributed a 
pamphlet informing jurors of 
their right to refuse to convict if 
they believe a law is wrong, a con¬ 
cept known as jury nullification. 
Jones was arrested briefly and the 
first impaneled group of jurors 
was dismissed; Jones’s case will be 
heard in early August. 

In addition, Epis faces criminal 
contempt charges related to a flier 
about his case that was passed out 
by demonstrators in front of the 
courthouse. 

The latest verdict adds further 
weight to California cannabis ad¬ 


vocates’ contention that the feder¬ 
al government has stepped up its 
war against medical marijuana 
patients and providers in the state. 
In the past year a number of dis¬ 
pensaries have been shut down or 
have closed under pressure, and 
over a dozen patients or providers 
have been arrested. In May feder¬ 
al district Judge Charles Breyer is¬ 
sued a permanent injunction pro¬ 
hibiting three Northern California 
medical marijuana clubs from dis¬ 
pensing cannabis. 

On Monday, July 15, medical 
marijuana supporters held a rally 
at the Sacramento offices of At¬ 
torney General Bill Lockyer and 
Governor Gray Davis, demanding 
that they defend the decision of 
California voters. 

“This trial is an emblem of in¬ 
justice,” said Steph Sherer, execu¬ 
tive director of Americans for Safe 
Access. “California doesn’t want 
Bryan Epis to spend his next 10 
years behind bars - we decided 
that six years ago. This decision il¬ 
lustrates just how out of touch 
federal drug policy has become 
with the American public.” ▼ 


Britain reforms pot laws

he British government an¬ 
il nounced last week that it 
m would ease penalties for 
marijuana use. After months of 
speculation, Home Secretary 
David Blunkett told Parliament 
on July 10 that cannabis would be 
downgraded from a Class B to a 
Class C drug, putting it in the 
same category as anabolic steroids 
and growth hormones. 

In the U.S., cannabis - along 
with heroin and LSD - remains a 
Schedule I drug, defined as a sub¬ 
stance with high potential for 
abuse and no recognized medical 
uses. 


The British reclassification was 
based on the recommendations of 
the Advisory Council on the Mis¬ 
use of Drugs - a scientific body 
that provides expert advice on 
drug policy - and Parliament’s 
Home Affairs Select Committee on 
Drug Policy. The Select Committee 
also recommended downgrading 
ecstasy from Class A to Class B and 
the establishment of safe injection 
sites for heroin addicts, neither of 
which were adopted. 

Under the new classification, 
British marijuana users most like¬ 
ly will not be prosecuted for pos¬ 
sessing and using small quantities 
of the drug. However, the govern¬ 
ment made clear that while 
cannabis would be downgraded, it 
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Because they couldn’t find any 
significant quantity of drugs in ei¬ 
ther case, and they were shot 
down in court trying to prove that 
drugs were being used, they have 
returned to Congress, looking for 
a new level of accountability for 
property owners, and lower stan¬ 
dards of proof as well. 

The RAVE bill also provides 
that prosecutors can charge prop¬ 
erty owners civilly - rather than 
criminally - where standards of 
proof are much lower. In civil 
cases only a simple majority of the 
jurors need to find one way or an¬ 
other, unlike a criminal case where 
the verdict must be unanimous. 
Because the standard of proof in 
civil cases is much lower, “a pre¬ 
ponderance of evidence” in civil 
cases versus “beyond a reasonable 
doubt” in criminal ones, convic¬ 
tions come much more easily. 

Because the bill gives prosecu¬ 
tors so much power, it worries 
civil libertarians. 

Graham Boyd, head of the 
American Civil Liberties Union’s 
Drug Policy Litigation Project, 
said that the language of the bill is 
tremendously broad. Not only will 


it cover raves and private parties, 
but he said, “If you control prop¬ 
erty - any property - and you 
allow people into that property 
who use drugs, you could go to 
prison for a long time. That would 
seem to cover most college deans 
and high school principals.” 

Harm reduction advocates also 
say that for a promoter to allow 
groups like Dance Safe to distrib¬ 
ute literature about ecstasy use or 
allow them to test ecstasy pills for 
safety on site - as they did at San 
Francisco’s Pride celebration - 
that would be an admission of 
guilt under Biden’s proposed law. 

Harm reduction advocates, like 
Dance Safe’s Tim Santimore, fear 
that Biden’s bill, rather than end¬ 
ing raves, will simply push them 
back underground, into unli¬ 
censed venues, like abandoned 
warehouses, without proper ven¬ 
tilation, running water, or fire 
exits. 

“And then,” Santimore said, “it 
will be more difficult to reach 
ravers. It will turn back the clock 
on years of safety measures to pro¬ 
tect club patrons and partygoers. 
People died in fires here in New 
York. Not being able to reach peo¬ 
ple with health information has 
the potential for going back in 
time.” T 


would not be decriminalized. 
“[Police] will be able to arrest for 
possession where public order is 
threatened or where children are 
at risk,” said Blunkett. 

Along with the reclassification, 
penalties were increased for mar¬ 
ijuana dealing. In addition, a new 
criminal offense was created for 
supplying drugs to children. 

Reaction to the announcement 
was mixed. Echoing official senti¬ 
ment in the U.S., Conservative 
Party member Oliver Letwin said 
the policy will send “deeply con¬ 
fusing moral messages” and will 
give “control over cannabis to the 
drugs dealers, with the police 
turning away.” 

The Conservative Party is far 
from unified on the issue, howev¬ 
er. Recently party deputy leader 
Peter Lilley called for outright le¬ 
galization of marijuana and sale 
through licensed outlets. 

In recent months the new pol¬ 
icy has been under a trial of sorts 
in Lambeth, a suburb of London, 
where police have backed off on 
arresting marijuana users, instead 
issuing citations. 

A report published in 2001 
showed that marijuana use was 
widespread in Britain and had 
risen in recent years. An estimat¬ 
ed 5 million people in that coun¬ 
try regularly use the drug. ▼

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Gay promoters revamp 
city’s nightlife scene

1 ffi Jf ith the closing of Club 
fjlyf Townsend on July 7, Au- 
w W drey Joseph brought an 
end to the storied success of the 
city’s best known dance parties 
and club venue. But she also 
opened the door to a new crop of 
party promoters who are ready to 
rule over San Francisco’s late night 
gay scene. 

From several new weekly parties 
to replace Universe and Pleasure- 
dome to new monthly and holiday 
weekend events, the city’s gay club 
scene is undergoing a transforma¬ 
tion this summer that many say has 
been a long time coming. 

Probably the person who is 
best positioned to become the 
city’s premier party host is Gus 
Bean, who launches his newest 
venture this weekend. The owner 
of Gus Presents and the club space 
at 550 Barneveld, Bean will kick¬ 
off Palladium, billed as a “new on¬ 
going gay Saturday nightclub ex¬ 
perience,” at the newly remodeled 
525 Harrison.

Formerly the site of The Sound 
Factory, Palladium is being touted 
as not just a place to dance but as 
a rebirth to the city’s nightlife 
scene and a revival of its club hey¬ 
days back in the 1980s. The new 
club “will showcase weekly perfor¬ 
mances by the hottest deejays, sex¬ 
iest strippers, raunchiest show- 
offs, midgets, monsters, hustlers 
and freaks,” promises Bean. 

The space has a new state-of- 
the-art sound and lighting system 
with high-powered laser, and will 
feature a VIP room guarded over 
by drag queens Heklina and Juani¬ 
ta Moore. While everyone will 
make it through the main doors, 
to gain access to this lounge space 
partygoers will have to dress to im¬ 
press Trannyshack’s Putanesca. 

“People clearly indicated they 
are ready for something new. I am 
really trying to go all out with the¬ 
atrics and mixing of the crowds, 
with muscle boys and trannies all 
partying in the same room,” ex¬ 
plained Bean. 

The promoter of Metropolis 
and summer parties at the Russ¬ 
ian River, Bean has been proving 
himself since 1988 when he threw 
one of his first major parties called 
Crew at the old Trocadero. Bean, 
who grew up in the Richmond 
and was just 21 at the time, used 
that opportunity as an entry point 
to the club scene. Over the years 
he has cultivated a strong follow¬ 
ing among the circuit crowd. 

Now, he hopes to pull in a whole 
new set of people to Palladium, 
where the atmosphere will be one 
part circuit and one part circus. 


“I am trying to make it really 
fun - in three big capital letters,” 
he enthused. “It is still going to 
have a circuit flavor but I am just 
trying to expand on that and real¬ 
ly take it to the next level with 
pure fun. I am hoping it is not 
going to be as predictable as 
things have been.” 

Helping to make Bean’s vision 
a reality each Saturday night will 
be Juan Garcia, a former talent 
agent who has booked entertain¬ 
ment for high-end corporate 
events. Garcia, who helped book 
talent for Club Townsend in the 
late 1990s, said the city is ready for 
a return to a more glamorous 
nighttime scene. 

“There is a whole new group of 
people coming up and going out 
that aren’t familiar with what it 
used to be like in the early 1980s. 
Colossus, Toon Town, Spread, 
Product,.Rhythm, all those parties 
where they were crazy and people 
really did stuff you couldn’t be¬ 
lieve. Rhythm had a big five-foot 
crack baby hanging from the ceil¬ 
ing,” recalled Garcia. “For the 
most part, people got lazy. Gus has 
been waiting for an opportunity 
to do the type of nightlife he en¬ 
joyed. He wants to revive the club 
scene to where drag queens, 
ravers, black boys, circuit people 
all party in one place.” 

While his monthly, Saturday 
night party Metropolis is now on 
hiatus, Bean said it could come 
back for holiday weekends or on 
another night. And as Joseph did 
with her space on Townsend, Bean 
is opening up his space at 550 
Barneveld to other promoters so 
they have a chance to produce 
their own events. 

“The wonderful thing about 
Barneveld is I own the building. 
It’s great to have several different 
promoters - gay and straight - 
throw their parties there,” said 
Bean. 

Zodiac 

Competing with Bean for the 
Saturday night crowd is Gary 
Green and his partner, DJ Jeff 
Chandler, who launched Zodiac 
on the day of their 18th anniver¬ 
sary last Saturday night. The new 
weekly party at Studio Z, the 
newly remodeled Transmission 
Theater, at 314 11th Street, South 
of Market, aims “to combine the 
spiritual freedom of Burning Man 
and the gay revolution with state 
of the art design, projection and 
art installation by some of the 
city’s most underground artists.” 

To kick off their new party, 


Green and Chandler brought in 
Matmos, Bjork’s electronica duo, 
and pulled in around 600 revelers 
for opening night. 

“We are in such need of 
nightlife in San Francisco. We al¬ 
ways wanted to do parties that are 
more provocative and where peo¬ 
ple do have the chance to both 
dance and do the ordinary club 
thing but also connect to each 
other,” explained Green. “There 
are a lot of chill spaces and areas 
where you can both talk and 
dance. We want people to be 
themselves.” 

The producers, who used to 
throw the Love Haight Lounge 

party at Trax in the Haight, have 
proven themselves over the last two 
and a half years with their party Re¬ 
form Skool at The Stud. They re¬ 
cently launched a new Friday night 
gay party called Star 69 at Pow on 
Sixth and Mission. And with the 
success of their Love Haight 
Lounge Reunion party in March, 
the duo hopes to revive those par¬ 
ties sometime in the future. 

“We have been doing one or 
two parties every week for five 
years in bar venues and 18 years in 
buildings and homes,” said Green. 

For now they are focused on 
Zodiac, where guests will be able 
to get in free during the weeks of 
their Zodiac sign. While Chandler 
will be the resident DJ, the two 
plan on bringing in international 
DJs to also lay down the tracks 
each week. This weekend Markie 
Mark from San Francisco’s 
Wicked Crew will spin. 

Although their parties tend to 
attract a different crowd than the 
circuit set, their premise is the 
same as Bean’s: open a venue 
where anyone and everyone can 
intermingle and be themselves. 

“I think the scene is too polar¬ 
ized. You should have an opportu¬ 
nity to go to interesting things,” said 
Green. “In San Francisco, we don’t 
have enough interesting spaces. We 
are trying to change that.” 

Other parties 

Along those same lines are 
other party promoters who are 
hosting weekly and monthly par¬ 
ties. To replace Pleasuredome on 
Sunday nights, Ivan Cano, the 
producer of Bump, is launching 
Gemini, a weekly party to be held 
at Club Six. And the producers of 
the monthly Sunday night Xmen 
events extended their hours this 
month and are considering 
launching their own weekly event. 

Also in the works is a new des-

This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the-oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?*

- Seldane® (terfenadine)

- Versed® (midazolam) 

•Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill”) to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives.

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Castro frame shop owner retires

I t’s been more than four 
decades since Yelba Manasek 
and her husband, Lumir, 
opened the Manasek frame shop 
and art supply store on Market 
Street in the Castro. During that 
time, the couple saw the neigh¬ 
borhood transform from a main¬ 
ly straight populace to a gay en¬ 
clave. 

Before the Detour became a 
gay bar, the drinking establish¬ 
ment next door to her store was 
called the Missouri Mule, recalled 
Manasek. And when the proposed 
new owners wanted to open a gay 
bar, the property owners first 
asked their next door neighbors 
for permission. 

“They asked us to sign for a gay 
bar because they were selling it. 
We signed because we didn’t mind 
having it in the neighborhood,” 
said Manasek. “That is how it 
started. It was one of the first bars 
that was gay.” 


Over the years, the small store 
crammed with paints, acrylics, 
paper, and frames played host to 
emerging international artists and 
part-time painters. But after the 
death of her husband two years 
ago, Yelba was ready to find a 
buyer for the shop at 2344 Market 
Street. 

“I was trying to retire for two 
years already since my husband 
died. I am happy,” said Manasek of 
closing her store. “I am 70 al¬ 
ready.” 

The couple, she is originally 
from Nicaragua and her husband 
was from Czechoslovakia, started 
their business 45 years ago selling 
mosaic tiles. Two years later they 
moved to the current Castro loca¬ 
tion and changed their inventory 
to include mainly art supplies and 
frames. 

“Business was very good. We 
got a lot of customers for so many 
years,” said Manasek. “We had fa¬ 
mous customers who started with 
pencil and paper and finished 
with paintings in museums.” 


Once such customer was RC 
Gorman, a Navajo Indian who 
during the 1960s was a customer 
of the couple, recalled Manasek, 
whose husband was also an artist. 

“He did more of his work 
commissioned. We never had time 
to paint. I only have two pictures 
by him,” she said. 

While business continued to be 
good, Manasek said she wanted to 
retire due to her health. She plans 
to move to her house in Santa 
Cruz to be closer to her family. 

“I was alone with my worker 
but I just couldn’t make it too 
much anymore. I was closed two 
months in 2000 because I had a 
stroke and I was sick,” she said. “I 
have recovered very good. Now I 
want to retire.” 

Last month, Manasek sold the 
store to Greg Bronstein, the owner 
of several Castro restaurants and 
The Bar on Castro. Bronstein, 
who also hopes to purchase the 
Detour and expand the bar into 
the frame shop, is still in negotia¬ 
tions for that space. 


This weekend he will continue 
to hold a blowout sale to clear out 
the store’s supplies. Once the 
space is emptied, he said he prob¬ 
ably will lease it out to Bevan 
Dufty to use as a campaign head¬ 
quarters. Dufty is running for the 
District 8 seat on the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. 

“A couple of people want to 
use it before I develop the space,” 
said Bronstein, who had inquiries 
over the weekend from a retail 
phone company and a business¬ 
man about using the space. “I’ll 
probably lease it out as I figure out 
what I want to do with it for the 
long term. It depends on what 
happens over the next months.” 

This Friday and Saturday the 
store will be open from noon to 6 
p.m. for the sale. Depending on 
business, Bronstein said he may 
also hold the sale the following 
weekend. 

“We are trying to liquidate and 
everything is up to 50 percent off,” 
he said. “The more you buy, the 
more you save.” ▼ 
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Smith lawyer 
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you didn’t take it personally.” 

“No, I did not,” Warren re¬ 
sponded. 

Hammer later told Warren: “I 
agree with you about the excesses 
of vigilante justice and the idea 
you should give in to a mob and I 
never suggested that.” 

Warren also addressed the crit¬ 
icism that he passed up ample op¬ 
portunities to throw out the sec¬ 
ond-degree murder charge before, 
during, and immediately after the 
verdict. 

“I wish I were a superhuman 
judge but I am not,” Warren said. 
“I do not have every one of the 60 
or 70 thousand cases dealing with 
second-degree murder at the tip 
of my tongue or at the tip of my 
hand. In going through each of 
these cases, the context and the 
contour of the legal landscape 
changed. It does no good to go 
back today and say, ‘Gee, if you 
knew everything you knew today 
would you have done something 
different then?’ The answer is it 
doesn’t matter. At the time the 
rulings were made, given what 
was at hand at that time, the court 
is convinced the rulings were cor¬ 
rect. And I adhere to them.” 

In response, Cardoza told the 
B.A.R.: “The legal landscape has 
not changed. The legal landscape 
is exactly the same. He may be 
perceiving it differently but that 
scares me. I don’t know what the 
damn epiphany was from the end 
of the trial till now other than 
him. He’s putting out that he’s the 
big hero here. No, he’s not the big 
hero. Not at all, he’s quite the op¬ 
posite. He should have [thrown 
out the second-degree murder 
charge] way back when. It should 
have been done after the people’s 
case, or after the defense’s case. 
Whether you agree or disagree 
with what he did, put that aside, 
his timing was very inappropriate 
because nothing changed since 
the end of the trial. He clearly stat¬ 
ed during the trial that there’s 
enough evidence for a second. So 
what’s changed? Nothing 
changed. This was not vigilan- 
tism. It was based on the facts that 
he allowed to be brought in the 
trial. 

“That’s where I absolutely 
short circuited with him. I lost an 
awful lot today. I was just more in¬ 
furiated with him today because 
of those type of comments. A

sense of justice? ‘I’m going to take 
it away because it’s vigilantism?’ 
Spare me that. Spare me. That is 
absolutely not true. You allowed 
the evidence in, and now you’re 
backpedaling, Why? What’s going 
on? 

“And I am not pleased about 
the judge’s sense of judgment and 
the analogy to 9/11 and the KKK. 
I found that quite offensive,” an 
impassioned Cardoza added. 

Dramatic moment 

The most dramatic moment in 
Monday’s hearing came when 
Hammer, his voice choking with 
emotion, suggested that Knoller 
stand up and apologize. 

“Diane Whipple is not here 
today because of exactly what she 
did,” the prosecutor said. “And we 
don’t do our jobs well unless we 
give voice to people like Diane 
Whipple who aren’t here. 

“One thing I know that would 
bring some peace to everybody that 
knew Diane is that if this woman 
here, this lawyer, who lied at least 52 
times, who mocked Diane Whip¬ 
ple, and blamed her for her own 
death, would stand up as a human 
being and say I’m sorry.” 

Knoller scribbled a note to her 
lawyer but sat silently. 

Smith commented to reporters 
on Knoller’s silence outside court: 
“I think it’s very telling of her to 
sit there and not to say anything 
and yet to have her attorney get up 
and make another excuse for her 
not to be sorry. 

“She has been an attorney 
from day one. She has not acted 
like a human, like one of us, hope¬ 
fully, would do. And she’ll be an 
attorney to the end. She’s not 
going to say she’s sorry because 
she doesn’t want to admit [her 


guilt] and I think she probably 
doesn’t want to believe she’s re¬ 
sponsible for this.” 

When asked to comment on 
Warren’s statements, Smith said: 
“I think part of what Judge War¬ 
ren said is right. Justice has to 
come from within but he did steal 
justice from me when taking away 
the murder, absolutely.” 

Smith was surrounded in the 
courtroom by supporters includ¬ 
ing Cardoza; Kate Kendell, execu¬ 
tive director of the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights; Smith’s sis¬ 
ter, Janet Batchelder; Whipple’s 
former co-worker, Sarah Miller; 
and Terry Alvey of the Friends of 
Diane organization. Smith, her 
supporters, and Hammer, all 
wiped away tears in the final mo¬ 
ments of the hearing. 

After the hearing, Knoller was 
immediately transferred to the 
Valley State Prison for Women in 
Chowchilla where she will under¬ 
go processing for 30-60 days. 
Knoller will serve the remainder 
of her term either in that prison 
or in one of the four other 
women’s prisons in California, ac¬ 
cording to a California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections spokesman. 
With credit for time served and 
good behavior, she’s expected to 
be released on parole in 14 
months, around the same time as 
her husband, Robert Noel. 

Noel was sentenced last month 
to the same four-year term for in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter. Unlike 
his wife, Noel was never charged 
with second-degree murder be¬ 
cause he wasn’t with the dogs dur¬ 
ing the January 26, 2001, hallway 
attack on Whipple, his neighbor. 

The couple still face a civil 
wrongful death lawsuit brought 
by Smith and Whipple’s mother, 


Pamela Whipple-Kelly. Cardoza 
said he is eager to do battle in civil 
court. 

“Let’s just go for it because jus¬ 
tice was not done, let’s go for it in 
the civil court,” he said. 

Prosecutors have filed an ap¬ 
peal with the California Court of 
Appeal challenging Warren’s deci¬ 
sion that threw out the second-de¬ 
gree conviction but they conced¬ 
ed the appeal has little chance of 
succeeding. 

The criminal trial was held in 
Los Angeles because of the pretri¬ 
al publicity in the Bay Area. The 
Los Angeles jurors who decided 
the case considered making the 
trek to San Francisco to attend 
Monday’s hearing in a defiant 
protest against Warren for vacat¬ 
ing their verdict but the group 
never materialized. ▼

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Notes from a Castro ‘hobosexual’

11 am so disgusted with the gay 
|| community, I could vomit. 
IK Last week I was sitting in front 
of Harvey’s, resting my aching feet 
and enjoying the unusual summer 
warmth. Officer Jane, notorious 
dyke cop of the Castro, strolled by 
me, saying nothing. Then this 
muscle queen says hi to her and 
they start chatting. The guy asks 
her how work is going, and she 
said, “It’s nice tonight,” and he 
said, “Yeah, it’s nice - hardly any 
homeless at all,” and she said, 
“Yeah, hardly any.” And then the 
guy turns around and looks at me 
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and said, “Except for that one 
right there.” Not even trying to 
whisper or anything. 

So I’m like, “Just talk about me 
like I’m not even here, that’s nice.” 
And the fag turns around and just 
stares at me for like 10 seconds. 
He has absolutely nothing to say. 
So I take the opportunity to fill the 
silence while he’s still staring. “I’m 
not a person ... It’s true,” I said as 
I casually sat on the ground, sip¬ 
ping my water. 

Still he says nothing. I think he 
was just so stunned that I, an inan¬ 
imate object, a faceless piece of 
street trash, had spoken to him. He 
wondered if it was a hallucination 
before turning back to Officer Jane 
to continue their friendly chat. 

Now I truly believe that if it 
were legal to just poison homeless 
people by the bunch, the city 
would be doing it right now. 
Those people in the Castro, I be¬ 
lieve, want me and my kind exter¬ 
minated like roaches. Because we 
are - we’re just ugly, soulless crea¬ 
tures that make a mess of their 
beautiful neighborhood. We’re 
not individuals possessed of intel¬ 
ligence and emotion and person¬ 
ality, but specks on the sidewalk to 
be counted and analyzed - it’s a 
beautiful night in the Castro when 
the homeless are away. Decent, 
apartment-renting citizens can fi¬ 
nally enjoy their neighborhood. 

Officer Jane’s sole responsibili¬ 
ty, it seems, is to rid the Castro of 
bums. She just walks around pre- 
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tending to be all friendly and 
telling everyone to “move on.” 
Truthfully, she’s never been any¬ 
thing but nice to me. Every time 
she’s spoken to me, she’s spoken to 
me as a person, not just a home¬ 
less person. But now I understand 
her secret agenda. She wants us 
gone just as much as all the rich 
fags do. She’s been programmed 
to eliminate the Castro’s homeless 
- most of which are queer just 
like herself. She’s a traitor, 
a cannibal. She eats her 
own. 

I must admit, I enjoy 
being oppressed. It gives 
me something to be pas¬ 
sionate about. 

When I had a 
home, I was al¬ 
ways inside, 
doing nothing, feeling nothing. 
Now I feel awakened from a long 
indoor sleep, rejuvenated by the 
fresh air. I don’t have a job or re¬ 
sponsibilities, but I have lots to do, 
lots to say, lots to experience. 
Being a bum is a full-time job, and 
I take pride in my work, just as Of¬ 
ficer Jane no doubt takes pride in 
shooing away homeless queers. I 
truly do have Bum Pride. Being 
homeless is an alternative lifestyle 
to me. If I really wanted to, I 
would have gotten a job and a 
room many months ago. But now 
I’m realizing how decadent this 


life is. I don’t have all the conve¬ 
niences and comforts of home, 
but I have everything I need to 
survive, I have friends, I have fun, 
I have loads of free time to do cre¬ 
ative stuff and be an activist, and I 
even get laid sometimes (if only by 
other homeless/poor people. That 
makes me a “hobosexual!”). I’ve 
said it before, and I’ll say it again - 
this is the best time of my life. I’m 
amused by the fact that people 
who know that I’m homeless 
think that I must lead such 
an unimaginably miser¬ 
able life. That’s what I used 
to think of homeless peo¬ 
ple before I was one of 
them. Lots of 
them are miser¬ 
able, no doubt. 
But I’m having 
the time of my life. 

The only thing that really sucks 
is being seen as devoid of human¬ 
ity. When I had a home and I was 
hanging out in the Castro, people 
didn’t see me. Now they see me, 
and they think, “Ew, look at that 
homeless piece of trash. I wish it 
would go away.” They don’t even 
realize that I could be one of 
them. It doesn’t register a blip on 
their gaydar. I couldn’t possibly be 
a queer, I’m a non-sexual, non- 
sentient being, like an amoebae. 
Too crazy or too stupid to hear or 
understand when they’re talking 


about throwing us away. They’re 
shocked to hear that we have a 
voice that isn’t spewing nonsense 
or profanity or pleas for spare 
change. I feel the riot growing in 
me, and I think it’s time to wake 
up the Castro with the voices of 
angry bums. Even if it’s just a 
handful of us, they’ll hear us, just 
as clearly as they hear their boom¬ 
ing dance music. And they’ll feel 
us like an earthquake and they’ll 
know we’re real. Let the Homeless 
Queer Riot begin. T

Sobering research from 
Barcelona AIDS confab

T he most memorable Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conferences 
have been ones of extremes: 
the grimness of Berlin (1993) with 
the realization that AZT bought 
only a very brief respite from 
death; the relief of Vancouver 
(1996) where the impact of pro¬ 
tease inhibitors was recognized; 
the optimism of Durban, South 
Africa (2000) which saw a blos¬ 
soming of activism within the de¬ 
veloping world and hope that 
widespread treatment would soon 
begin. 

The pendulum has swung 
again with the XIV International 
AIDS Conference that closed in 
Barcelona, Spain on July 12. The 
tone was a sobering one that rec¬ 
ognized anew both the complexi¬ 
ty and the difficulties of trying to 
roll back the plague known as 
AIDS. There will be no easy victo¬ 
ries, and the battles ahead will be 
many, likely stretching for our life¬ 
times. 

‘Superinfection’ 

Developments in clinical med¬ 
icine are perhaps most intractable. 
Eminent Harvard Medical School 
researcher Bruce Walker present¬ 
ed the key finding. 

He has been following a group 
of 14 patients identified with pri¬ 
mary HIV infection, that window 
of perhaps a dozen weeks between 
exposure to HIV and the develop¬ 
ment of antibodies to the virus. 
Walker’s work has shown that 
early intervention with therapy 
can help preserve important sub¬ 
sets of CD4 cells, and through a 
series of therapy interruptions, the 
immune system might be trained 
to control viremia. 

Patient AC06 had gone 
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through a series of treatment in¬ 
terruptions and his immune sys¬ 
tem was controlling the virus very 
well. Then, his viral load took off 
like a skyrocket. 

Could it be that his immune 
system suddenly had lost control 
of the virus? Had a reported inci¬ 
dent of unsafe sex resulted in pa¬ 
tient AC06 becoming infected 
with a second strain of HIV, in ef¬ 
fect a new virus that his system 
could not control? 

Walker parsed the DNA of the 
clade B virus now surging through 
AC06’s body and compared it 
with a stored blood sample taken 
just a month earlier. The two sam¬ 
ples were 88 percent the same, 
they differed by only 12 percent. 
“You’d think that with this degree 
of sequence diversity you’d have 
enough cross protection,” he said. 
But that small difference was 


enough to let the new virus gain 
the upper hand. 

When he compared the se¬ 
quences with the DNA of AC06’s 
sex partner, Walker found an exact 
match. AC06 had become infect¬ 
ed with a second virus, one that 
his immune system could not 
control. 

The QUEST team from the 
University of Geneva, Switzerland, 
reported a similar case of “super- 
infection” in a study enrollee. The 
gay man originally was infected 
with a clade AE virus, which came 
under partial control by his im¬ 
mune system, augmented with 
therapy. He subsequently became 
infected with a clade B virus 
through unprotected sex while on 
vacation in Brazil. The second 
virus reproduced at a much high¬ 
er rate because the immune sys¬ 
tem could not control it as effec¬ 
tively. 

Two additional examples of su¬ 
perinfection were published in the 
August issue of the Journal of Vi¬ 
rology. They involved injection 
drug users enrolled in a study run 
as a joint Thai-CDC collaboration 
in Thailand. 

Over the years other re¬ 
searchers have presented a hand¬ 
ful of cases believed to be superin¬ 
fection with a second strain of 
HIV. Such work requires a good 
bit of luck, before and after blood 
samples, and complicated labora¬ 
tory work. 

The earlier cases were contro¬ 
versial and the AIDS community 
really did not want to believe 
them; it tried to ignore the mes¬ 
sage. It likewise downplayed simi¬ 
lar evidence of superinfection 
seen in monkeys and in human 
cell cultures. But the cascade of 
evidence has become overwhelm¬ 
ing and Walker is too prominent a

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor’s care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

Alert: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH VIRACEPT”. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in combination with other antiretroviral drugs in the 
' treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important 
to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, 
the infected person develops acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), 
which is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to 
significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. Although VIRACEPT is 
not a cure for HIV or AIDS, VIRACEPT can help reduce your risk for death 
and illness associated with HIV. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had 
significant increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT should be taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs 
reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking VIRACEPT may 
still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate 
for you. In making your decision, the following should be considered: 
Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, 
you must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, 
or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, 
you should tell yoftr doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 
13 years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be 
mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how 
to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses 
how VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia have 
had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. 

Loss of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without 
a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Medicines you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 
Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 


Halcion® (triazolam) 



Mevacor® (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 
Zocor® (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 


Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 

Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, 
Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: Mycobutin® 
(rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of 
oral contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor 
about possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with 
VIRACEPT is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or 
are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
VIRACEPT levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance 
to VIRACEPT or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 
Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will 
also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood is unchanged. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Viramune. 

Sustiva™ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 



When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both dmgs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical studies, 
about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT 
include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, 


ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. VIRACEPT 
tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if 
you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you 
miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take 
your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 
The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The 
recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, 
taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be 
administered either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle.

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy 
formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice 
cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a 
bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has 
been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) 
away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat 
and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist.

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Teresita la Campesina dies at 61

W ! 


f hen did I start singing? 
Well, I started singing 
very young. I had the gift 
since I was 4, 5 years old. My 
aunts, which were my mother’s 
sisters, said, ‘That boy is different 
and likes to sing, but something 
looks odd. But he likes to sing!”’ 

Thus begins the history of the 
well-known ranchera singer, Tere¬ 
sita la Campesina. When I began 
to record my conversations with 
Teresita in 1995,1 still did not un¬ 
derstand the fundamental role she 
played in giving visibility to San 
Francisco’s gay Latino community 
for more than four decades. From 
1958 until her death, this recog¬ 
nized singer of Mexican Lola Bel¬ 
tran melodies gave her voice and 
her boldness to San Francisco. 

She passed away in her room at 
the Mission Hotel on Friday, July 
12 at about 12:45 p.m. The cause 


of death was liver disease. She was 
61. Teresita is survived by her close 
friends Sergio Iniguez and 
Marisela Plaza, and hundreds of 
other friends and community ad¬ 
mirers and supporters. 

Born in Los Angeles on No¬ 
vember 29,1940 to Isac Gonzalez 
and Jesus Nevarez, Teresita fought 
for her life and her sexuality from 
the very beginning. While World 
War II was exploding in Europe, 
the voice and the mouth of Alber¬ 
to Nevaerez, who changed his 
name officially years later to Al¬ 
berta, equally broke against 
taboos and intolerance in Los An¬ 
geles since the 1940s. Pushed out 
of her home for being “joto,” Al¬ 
berto made his life in the streets 
like many gays. But, looking for a 
city more tolerant than Los Ange¬ 
les, she set out toward the pre¬ 
sumed mecca for gays. And this is 
how in Stockton and in San Fran¬ 
cisco in the 1960s and 1970s, Tere¬ 
sita begins to shine, pleasing hun¬ 
dreds of fans won over by her 


powerful voice. 

She was especially known in 
the Latino barrio of the Mission in 
places like La Rondalla, El Intimo, 
and La India Bonita. As a trans¬ 
gender artist, Teresita was one of 
the most important personalities, 
creating a very visible gay/queer 
Latino community in San Fran¬ 
cisco. And despite being HIV-pos- 
itive for more than 10 years, she 
continued to make space for her 
community, singing to and edu¬ 
cating whoever cared to listen to 
her legendary stories. Peppered 
with camp, live reenactments of 
outrageous episodes, and often 
plain old too-much-information, 
Teresita’s tales from the days made 
history come alive for today’s Lati¬ 
na and Latino queers. 

Testimonial after testimonial 
corroborates the important role 
Teresita has played since the 1950s 
in making gay presence visible in 
Los Angeles and in San Francisco. 
As a transgender, Teresita was an 
easy target for police repression,

Toronto for using its religious po¬ 
sition to challenge discriminatory 
laws that are often enforced 
through religious reasoning. 

“Their involvement really un¬ 
dermines the argument that 
same-sex marriage is in opposi¬ 
tion to freedom of religion,” said 
Marshall. 

MCC founder the Reverend 
Troy Perry issued a statement on 
July 12 praising MCC-Toronto for 
its brave battle. 

“Today, on behalf of all mem¬ 
bers and friends of Metropolitan 
Community Churches, I salute the 
couples who fought and won this 


new legal precedent - as well as 
the Reverend Dr. Brent Hawkes 
and the members of MCC-Toron¬ 
to for their commitment to social 
and spiritual justice for gays and 
lesbians,” said Perry’s statement. It 
was Hawkes, pastor of the Toron¬ 
to church, who married the cou¬ 
ples involved in the lawsuit. 

“Metropolitan Community 
Churches have long been commit¬ 
ted to equality for gays and les¬ 
bians under the civil marriage 
laws. In 1970, MCC filed the 
world’s first lawsuit to recognize 
same-sex marriages in California. 
The attempt was not successful, 
but MCC has continued the fight 
for equal rights for more than 
three decades,” said Perry. 

California may not yet allow 


same-sex marriage, but its resi¬ 
dents’ opinions are rapidly chang¬ 
ing, noted Marshall. The Canadi¬ 
an decision comes on the heels of 
a Californians for Civil Marriage 
poll that found 75 percent of the 
state’s voters under the age of 30 
approving gay marriage, and just 
a day after a national online poll 
conducted by Witeck-Combs 
showed increasing support for 
same-sex partner rights. In the na¬ 
tional survey, 2,050 adults were 
interviewed, with 71 percent sup¬ 
porting hospital visitations rights; 
60 percent supporting joint prop¬ 
erty ownership; 59 percent sup¬ 
porting inheritance rights; and 48 
percent supporting Social Securi¬ 
ty survivor benefits. ▼

Africa - turned away from hospi¬ 
tals because of lack of money - the 
drugs that took the promising col¬ 
lege student from near death to 
renewed health. 

Clinton said he kept the pic¬ 
ture of AIDS victim Ricky Ray - a 
child forced out of his Florida 
school when his AIDS status was 
revealed - on his desk in the Oval 
Office during his eight years in the 
White House. Ray died of AIDS 
before Clinton took office in 1993, 
prior to the current era where po¬ 
tent drug cocktails that can save 
lives became available. 

The speeches before more than 
7,000 delegates highlighted clos¬ 
ing ceremonies of the conference. 
The talks were interrupted fre¬ 
quently as the crowd applauded 
the calls to action from the two 
men, clearly favorites of the con¬ 
ference. 

Clinton said the rich nations of 


the world “should figure out what 
our share is, and we should pay it.” 

He referred to the cost of treat¬ 
ing 90 percent of the people with 
AIDS in the world who have no 
access to treatment. The tab for 
treatment has been estimated at 
about $10 billion a year. The for¬ 
mer U.S. president also said devel¬ 
oping countries had a duty to sign 
agreements with pharmaceutical 
companies to ensure drugs would 
be made available at the lowest 
possible prices - agreements that 
would include the option to im¬ 
port those drugs from generic 
producers in India and Brazil. 
Then, he said, poor nations 
should figure out what they can 
afford to pay “and send us the rest 
of the bill.” 

Also on the podium, Joep 
Lange, professor of medicine at 
the University of Amsterdam, the 
Netherlands, and the new presi¬ 
dent of the International AIDS 
Society - the sponsor of the 
Barcelona conference - called for 
governments and agencies to stop 


using “concerns” about bringing 
drugs to an uncontrolled pan¬ 
demic in villages of Africa and 
Asia as excuses for inaction. 

“If we can get cold Coca-Cola 
and beer to every remote corner of 
Africa, it should not be impossible 
to do the same with these drugs,” 
he said, eliciting thunderous ap¬ 
plause from the audience. 

Coca-Cola was the object of 
protest at the meeting, allegedly 
for not providing adequate health 
care for all its workers around the 
world. 

Lange said some scientists ex¬ 
pressed “concerns” that sophisti¬ 
cated monitoring might not be 
available for experimental treat¬ 
ment programs, but added, “There 
is actually very little evidence that 
laboratory monitoring prevents 
mortality to drug toxicity. 

“There is a lot of evidence that 
not treating symptomatic HIV in¬ 
fection is lethal. Why are we al¬ 
ways more concerned about doing 
harm than about not doing 
good?” T

tination weekend event called 
Labor Day SF - A New Tradition, 
hosted by Tom Bercu, the produc¬ 
er of the ReUnion party during 
Pride for the last five years. Bercu, 
who recently spent six weeks 
working for club promoter Jeffrey 
Sanker in Miami, said he wanted 
to revive the Labor Day LA events 
which folded two years ago. 

“I noticed since Labor Day LA 
ended, there was a void on the West 
Coast for a major destination week¬ 


end,” said Bercu. “With San Fran¬ 
cisco being the epicenter of gay life 
and being close to LA, and weather- 
wise that is the nicest weekend of 
the year, I wanted to throw a party 
to launch the fall season.” 

The weekend will consist of a 
Friday night party at the DNA 
Lounge, a Saturday event at the 
Gift Center Pavilion and a Sunday 
event at a location to be an¬ 
nounced. Bercu said he wants to 
combine fashion and art with the 
dance party format for the week¬ 
end, which will benefit a local 
nonprofit. 

To make the event a success, 


Bercu said he is trying to price the 
weekend ticket below or near $100 
and is hopeful he can draw out of 
town guests to the city for the 
weekend. 

“It is going to be the least ex¬ 
pensive weekend ticket that the 
scene has seen in a long time. I 
want people there and want peo¬ 
ple to see what I can do,” said 
Bercu. “The pricing has been a 
huge factor and people’s decision 
to travel. I am nervous if we go to 
war with Iraq that I will lose out 
of town people.

and yet she refused to stop walk¬ 
ing the streets, around bars, 
restaurants, homes, and commu¬ 
nity agencies, to make her artistry 
come alive through her recogniz¬ 
able voice. Through this cultural 
work, Teresita made transgender 
Latina and queer Latino commu¬ 
nity happen. And,the Mission Dis¬ 
trict’s Latino community in gen¬ 
eral recognized her artistry as a 
Latina singer crossing genders and 
sexualities to entertain her com¬ 
munity. Literally walking around 
with her art form and her history 
in her mouth, Teresita gave voice 
to Spanish language and Latino 
cultural traditions in the city. 

In the last few months Teresi¬ 
ta’s health turned for the worse 
from complications resulting 
from hepatitis B and C. San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Proyecto ContraSIDA Por 
Vida, Mission Neighborhood 
Health Center, Instituto Familiar 
de la Raza, and AGUILAS have set 
up a fund to help cover costs for 
her services, and to set up a per¬ 
manent fund to help other aging 
transgenders in the community.

A memorial Mass for Teresita 
will be held on Friday July 19, at 
6:30 p.m. at St. Charles Catholic 
Church, 713 South Van Ness Av¬ 
enue (at 18th).

Teresita’s determination in her 
last years to make it this far has no 
end.

A 
lot of people do not say they’re 
HIV-positive, and I have the balls 
and the gall to say, you know, it’s 
nothing to be ashamed. This is the 
way the world is today. Maybe 
they’ll find a cure.

§lf| espite more than 10,000 
paid registrations and sever- 
mm al thousand purchases of 
event tickets, representatives of 
Sydney Gay Games are preparing 
for stringent budget cuts to keep 
the quadrennial sports event in 
the black. 

Sydney 2002 Co-chair Bev 
Lange told the Sydney Star Ob¬ 
server, that city’s prominent 
gay paper, “There will have 
already been some areas 
identified between now 
and then that we may need 
to cut if revenue doesn’t 
look very strong. We’re 
more than happy to make 
those decisions. We 
won’t be delaying in 
doing it. They will be 
made early August.” 

Their goal of 
15,000 participants 
may not happen. If registrations 
close at 12,000 this would leave 
the Games with a budget shortfall 
of almost $700,000. 

Cutbacks are expected in the 
parties and cultural festival, but 
not in athletics. Several sports are 
already full with waiting lists, but 
many small sports still have plen¬ 
ty of space. 

Tourism groups are noticing a 
smaller influx of prepaid book¬ 
ings, and there is a growing wait¬ 
ing list for hosted housing. 

Registrations from North 
America were already ahead of 
target. The initial target for North 
American participation was 40 
percent, but already North Amer¬ 
icans (U.S. and Canada) repre¬ 
sented “around 50 percent” of 
total participants, a Sydney 2002 
spokesperson told the paper. 

Unlike the veiled financial 


scandals in Amsterdam in 1998, 
Sydney organizers’ openness 
around the situation is commend¬ 
able. While they may face less than 
expected revenue, plans are still 
going well for all events.

that question, especially in New 
York.”

Rap sheet 

Maybe someday it’ll be a more 
frequent question to ask basket¬ 
ball players than, “How do you 
plead?” 

Philadelphia 76ers basketball 
player Alan Iverson, 27, was 
charged with assault, criminal 
trespass, terrorist threats, and gun 
offenses last week. Four of the 
counts are felonies, and Iverson 
faces up to 54 years in prison if 
convicted of all the charges. 

Iverson allegedly burst into a 
cousin’s apartment with a hand¬ 
gun and threatened two men 
while looking for his wife, whom 
he reportedly chased out of their 
home naked after the two had an 
argument. 

Among his other crimes and 
infractions, in October 2000, Iver¬ 
son was reprimanded by NBA 
Commissioner David Stern for vi¬ 
olent references and derogatory 
lyrics directed toward gays and 
women in his thankfully unre¬ 
leased rap CD.

Pallotta AIDS Vaccine Rides grind to halt

jjj® arlier this year, representa- 
|pi tives from Pallotta Team- 
1* works told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that contrary to rumors, the 
company would continue to host 
its relatively new AIDS Vaccine 
Rides in the United States and 
elsewhere. Now, however, the for- 
profit venture has acknowledged 
that low turnout for these events 
has translated into even more dis¬ 
mal-than -usual returns to benefit¬ 
ing charities, and the vaccine rides 
will be discontinued after this 


year. 

Already, one such event has 
been canceled entirely. The Exper¬ 
imental AIDS Vaccine Ride, 
planned for September 22-28 
from Denver to Santa Fe, attracted 
only 188 registrants, according to 
the Pallotta Web site. 

“All of these people are amaz¬ 
ing. Heroes,” said a statement 
from the feel-good company 
about those who planned to par¬ 
ticipate in the ride. “However, 
188 riders is nowhere near our 
goal of 600 riders. Therefore, we 
canceled the Experimental AIDS 
Vaccine Ride. Because there is no 


way with those numbers that any 
money would be returned to 
charity, it was the right thing to 
do.” 

Pallotta Teamworks is now en¬ 
couraging those 188 riders to sign 
up instead for the remainder of 
the planned Vaccine Rides: a 
Canada to U.S. ride at the end of 
August, or a three-day Vaccine 
Ride from upstate New York to 
Manhattan scheduled for this 
weekend. A recent European Vac¬ 
cine Ride, the company told re¬ 
porters, resulted in less than 10 
percent of funds raised returned 
to charities. ▼ 
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HIV-positive Muppet attacked by Congress

Not since Tinky Winky has an 
inanimate object drawn such fire 
from American conservatives. 

A day after Sesame Street exec¬ 
utives announced that its South 
African show would soon feature 
an HIV-positive Muppet, six U.S. 
lawmakers sent a letter to the pres¬ 
ident of the government-funded 
Public Broadcasting System em¬ 
phasizing that such a character 
would not be welcome in this 
country. 

The Muppet announcement 
was made at last week’s XIV Inter¬ 
national AIDS conference in 
Barcelona. The South African ver¬ 
sion of Sesame Street, called 
Takalani Sesame, plans to intro-

researcher, his data too exquisite 
to ignore. 

There are two broad implica¬ 
tions of these demonstrations of 
superinfection. For Those living 
with HIV, it means they “must 
avoid risk behaviors if they wish 
to avoid reinfection with poten¬ 
tially more virulent or possibly 
multidrug-resistant virus,” wrote 
Dr. W. David Hardy, in his confer¬ 
ence coverage for Medscape. 

New Mexico treatment activist 
Bob Munk said, “If you have a po¬ 
tent antiviral combo on board, it 
may well ‘snuff out’ any reinfect¬ 
ing strain. However, if the new¬ 
comer virus is resistant to drugs 
you’re taking, it could quickly 
overtake your viral population. 
Safe sex is as important for two 
‘pozzies’ as for anyone else.” 

The news also is “a splash of 
cold water, a reality check” for the 
development of a protective vac¬ 
cine, said Seth F. Berkley, president 
of the International AIDS Vaccine 
Initiative. While it is unclear how 
widespread or common this phe¬ 
nomena of superinfection may be, 
and the ethical and scientific chal¬ 
lenges may make it impossible to 
answer that research question, it 
does raise serious issues as to what 
a vaccine can hope to accomplish. 

It suggests that any protective 
vaccine will have to elicit protec¬ 
tive responses to a diversity of 
virus that are even more broad 
and varied than had been antici¬ 
pated. That complexity may well 
doom such efforts. 

A parallel can be drawn with 
the flu, another highly variable 


and rapidly mutating virus. Re¬ 
searchers still have not found a 
way to create a successful vaccine 
based upon core elements of the 
virus that will offer many years of 
protection. Rather, each year a 
new vaccine must be created and 
administered that is keyed to the 
dominant strains of flu expected 
to emerge that season. 

Walker said that all of the HIV 
vaccines currently in clinical trials 
stimulate immune responses that 
are narrower and weaker than 
what he found in patient AC06. 
They are likely to offer even less 
protection against infection. 

Other pieces of scientific infor¬ 
mation raised potential warning 
flags about the broader introduc¬ 
tion of therapy in the developing 
world. 

The NNRTI class of drugs 
(nevirapine, efavirenz/Sustiva) has 
proven to be as effective a first line 
therapy as protease inhibitors, 
when used in combination with 
NRTI drugs such as AZT. They are 
easier and cheaper to make than 
Pis and are seen as key to broader 
use of therapy in developing na¬ 
tions. Their great weakness is that a 
single mutation can blow the effec¬ 
tiveness of the entire class of drugs; 
there is little margin for error. 

Treatment activists have 
pushed for across-the-board use 
of nevirapine to greatly reduce 
mother-to-child transmission of 
HIV. A single dose of the drug can 
cut those infections in half, to 
about 16 percent of infants born 
to infected mothers. And it costs 
less than a dollar. 

But what those advocates are 
less likely to discuss is the down¬ 
side of resistance. The HIVNET 
012 trial in Uganda found that a 


single dose of nevirapine given to 
the mother while in labor and to 
the child after birth resulted in 
drug resistance-associated muta¬ 
tions in the virus of 19 percent of 
the mothers and 46 percent of the 
infected infants. 

This one-time use of monother¬ 
apy essentially ends the possibility 
for future combination therapy 
among a significant portion of 
those who took it, and expands the 
pool of drug-resistant virus that 
could be transmitted to others 
within the developing world. 

This problem does not arise in 
the U.S. and Europe because nevi¬ 
rapine is not given as monothera¬ 
py but only in combination with 
other drugs. Furthermore, west¬ 
erners have the fallback of pro¬ 
tease inhibitors, which few people 
are even contemplating for wide 
use in the developing world. 

The other shoe to drop is labo¬ 
ratory evidence suggesting that 
the protease inhibitors that bind 
so well to the clade B HIV that is 
common in the West, do not bind 
as tightly to clade A and C virus 
that are common elsewhere. This 
“significantly amplifies the effects 
of the drug-resistant mutations” 
when they do occur, wrote Johns 
Hopkins University researcher 
Ernesto Freire and colleagues in 
the journal Biochemistry. 

The implication is that non- 
clade B HIV can more quickly and 
easily develop resistance to pro¬ 
tease inhibitors. Only a very lim¬ 
ited number of patients infected 
with non-clade B virus are on a 
regimen containing Pis, so we do 
not know for sure how the labora¬ 
tory findings in cell cultures will 
translate into human outcomes, 
but it does give one pause. T

Jo? Sears and 
Jaston Williams 
return to Texas

T he two men who created it 20 
years ago have changed in 
many ways, but Greater Tuna 
remains pretty much the same. 
“We have a couple of new things to 
spice it up some,” said Joe Sears, “but 
Jaston and I are very good at making 
sure it’s done the same way, and we’ve 
built a reputation on that.” 

Jaston Williams, officially the trim 
one, and Joe Sears, the portly one, are 
no longer the hungry actors who par- 
tied heartily at San Antonio gay bars 
during the 70s.

Neither has ever made much of a 
fuss about being gay, especially in the 
early days of Greater Tuna, when au¬ 
diences of all stripes were discovering 
the two-character tour deforce. With 
awesome alacrity, Sears and Williams 
switch in and out of costumes to play 
20 of the male and female residents of 
Tuna, Texas. 

“I think, subconsciously, there was 
a little awareness that there might be 
some confusion,” Williams said of any 
reticence to be more openly gay. “The 
play wasn’t about being gay.” 

Yet their discretion at the time has 
laid the seeds of tolerance in unlikely 
places, Sears said. “We’re responsible 
for getting a lot of people into the the¬ 
ater who had never set foot in a the¬ 
ater before. In Houston, and this was 
probably 18 years ago, we were getting

Berkeley Opera reprises 
‘Riot Grrrl on tHars'

O pera in Berkeley? It may not be 
common there as cows or 
farms (ha ha), but it happens 
with the sort of freewheel¬ 
ing style you’d expect in a 
town renowned for zany 
brilliance and colorful 
characters. As luck would have it, one 
of the city’s most vivid personalities 
lives and thrives there, the dazzling li¬ 
brettist and opera raconteur David 
Scott M ark y, Dramaturge of the 
Berkeley Opera,a man who envisions/ 
that community-based arts institu¬ 
tion achieving grander status as a 
small professional company, just as 
Pinocchio dreamed of one day be¬ 
coming a real boy. 

Marley is the kind of artsy fortysome 
thing Bohemian you’d expect to find among 
other offbeat literati hanging out at The 
Other Change of Hobbit, the sci 
ence-fiction and fantasy book 
store on Shattuck Ave., and 
that’s exactly right. His long 
time partner, Dave Nee, 
manages that venerable 
shop, where Nee is also a 
founding partner, and the 
two men often discuss 
opera plots, apparently 
with the same intensity 
Trekkies bring to ana¬ 
lyzing episodes, sea¬ 
sons and series. 

This meeting of 
sci-fi and opera 
minds helps account 
for The Riot Grrrl on 
Mars, the Berkeley 
Opera production 
opening Friday, July 
19 at the Julia Morgan 
Center for the Arts, di¬ 
rected by Andrew Mor¬ 
gan. Subtitled “A Space 
Opera in Two Acts,” and 
originally produced by 
Berkeley Opera in 1997, Riot 
Grrrl is the product of Marley’ 
wild imagination run rampant 
with far-out ideas about how to 
present old material in fresh ways 
As spacey and fanciful as it 
sounds, Riot Grrrl really is quit 
grounded.

estimated myself” she said. “But 
until you’re ready, there’s no point 
in even venturing out there.” 

Boston had been working at 
jobs in real estate and publishing 
while studying voice when she 
was surprised herself to be audi¬ 
tioning for the major revival of 
Show Boat. “I think I auditioned 
for them five times, and the last 
time Hal Prince and all the cre¬ 
ative team was there. I sang for 
them, and then Hal came up on 
stage and said, ‘It’s going to be a 
pleasure working with you, Quee- 
nie.’ The funny thing is, I really 
didn’t know who Hal Prince was.” 

The fabled director had no im¬ 
mediate words of wisdom for 
Boston. “He admitted to me that 
he really didn’t know how this 
character was going to play be¬ 
cause, you know, they didn’t want 
that stereotypical type thing and I 
wasn’t cast that way. He let me do 
my thing, and it turned out okay.”

I. retha Boston is beginning to 
A . | make a career finding digni- 
Ipi ty in roles that are often 
portrayed otherwise. First there 
was Queenie, originally played as 
a chortling overweight mammy, 
in the big-budget Broadway re¬ 
vival of Show Boat. Now she’s 
playing the cartoonish Bloody 
Mary in a touring revival of South 
Pacific starring Robert Goulet. 

“In the past, I think Bloody 
Mary’s been made to be broader 
than she necessarily has to be,” 
Boston, said from San Diego, a 
stop on' the tour arriving July 23 
in San Francisco. “You still have to 
believe that she has this beautiful 
daughter and was vulnerable 
enough to conceive this child. So 
I’ve softened her a bit.” 

Critics across the country have 
been particularly enchanted with 
the opera-trained Boston’s deliv¬ 
ery of “Bali Ha’i,” Bloody Mary’s 
song designed to sell the romance 
of that special island to World 
War II sailors stationed nearby. 
“Hopefully when we do these re¬ 
vivals, we do bring something 
new for audiences who already 
love it and, believe me, know it.” 

Actually, before she was hired 
for this tour, Boston could not in¬ 
clude herself in this group. “I had 
never seen South Pacific,” said 
Boston, who grew up in a small 
Arkansas town with few opportu¬ 
nities to experience theater. 

Nor did she have much chance 
to study up on the show. The mu¬ 
sical was already on the road 
when, with just days’ notice, she 
was in Houston learning the . 
show. Her only preparation before 
joining the tour was to read “Fo’ 
Dolla,” one of James Michener’s 
Tales of the South Pacific on which 
Rodgers and Hammerstein based 
their musical. “Nokidy could tell 
me what a Tonkanese accent is, so 
you just have to make it up in 
your own mind, and be as con¬ 
vincing as you possibly can be.” 

She had freedom to create her 
own Bloody Mary, but within cer¬ 
tain restrictions. “You have to 
walk a fine line coming into a 
show that’s already running,” 
Boston said. “You have to position

your character so you’re not dis¬ 
ruptive to what’s already going 
on. Somehow I had to create a 
character that’s believable inside 
me and to my fellow mates on the 
stage and to the audience. I think 
I’ve done a pretty good job based 
on the time I actually had to de¬ 
velop this character, and she’s still 
developing.” 

Learning the ropes 

Although in her 40s, Boston is 
actually something of a newcom¬ 
er to the world of theater. She did¬ 
n’t commit to a life on stage until 
cast in Show Boat in 1995, and one 
of the things she revels in is the 
chance to learn from veterans. On 
Show Boat, that included Hal 
Prince, Robert Morse, John Mc- 
Martin, and Elaine Stritch. In 
South Pacific, it’s Robert Goulet. 

“He and I have a time of it 
backstage,” she said. “He is so 
funny, and has so many wonder¬ 
ful stories.” 

Boston is catching up on her 
theatrical lore because it took her 
nearly 10 years after arriving in 
New York from Arkansas to real¬ 
ize she was good enough to play 
with the pros. “I probably under-

Coming soon 

Waiting for J.D. Flores

ow that the Loth Mansouri 
| regime at the Opera is actu- 
1 m ally, not just ceremonially, 
over, it’s possible for San Francis¬ 
cans to renew hopes of hearing 
(and seeing) the important young 
singers who were unable to pene¬ 
trate the dense thicket of Man- 
souri’s so-called artistic adminis¬ 
tration. High on the list of Pamela 
Rosenberg’s important catches is 
the young Peruvian tenor Juan 
Diego Flores, who will appear on 
the War Memorial stage next June 
(the twinkling of an eye, in operat¬ 
ic scheduling terms, but an inter¬ 
minable wait once you know 
what’s coming) in the ideal debut 
role of Don Ramiro in Rossini’s La 
Cenerentola. If his spine-tingling 
account of Ramiro’s “Si, ritrovarla 
io giura,” the final item on his bril¬ 
liant Rossini Arias CD for Decca, 
conducted by Riccardo Chailly, is 
any indication — and consistent 
raves about his stage performances 
say it is — the company should 
start performances a half-hour 
early to leave time for the ovations. 

Comparisons with Cecilia Bar- 
toli are. as right as they are in¬ 
evitable. Like Bartoli, who also used 
Rossini as her calling card for her 
international debut in her mid¬ 
twenties, Flores doesn’t just bring 
the instrument and the technique 
for this uniquely difficult music, he 
adds warmth, charm and almost 
superabundant amounts of per¬ 
sonality. And, like Bartoli, he’s said 


to be a humble, affable person and 
a deeply collegial artist. Then there 
are the killer looks — but it’s a CD 
we’re talking about here. 

One more Bartoli comparison. 
With music as torturous as Rossi¬ 
ni’s florid arias, where bare excus¬ 
es for “melodies” are tarted up in 
endless roulades of ornaments, 
leaps, and spitfire coloratura, 
singers fall into two types: the 
ones who make it sound hard, 
and the ones who make it sound 
easy. Flores, like Bartoli, is in the 
latter group, and while vocal exhi¬ 
bitionism gets its due (and then 
some), his singing is as beguiling 
as dazzling. It adds heart to the 
stunts. The limpid tune at the 
heart of Ramiro’s aria — one of 
the music’s few “moving” mo¬ 
ments in the ordinary sense of the 
word — wins the kind of melting 
vocalism that signals true artistry. 

For sheer bravura, check out 
his “Cessa di piu resistere” — an 
aria usually cut from The Barber of 
Seville for lack of a tenor who can 
sing it — which steals, piecemeal, 
the mezzo’s show-stopping finale 
from, yes, La Cenerentola. Flores 
doesn’t just nail it, he charms the 
pants off you (you wish) in the 
process. There’s not a shred of 
trickery in his work, just consum¬ 
mate technique applied to a voice 
whose natural center is at a suffi¬ 
ciently high pitch that there’s 
never a sense of his reaching for a 
note. Like all truly greatest tenors, 
Flores makes it sound like he’s just 
dropping his sound onto the note 
— from above — which makes

who have done more with the 
music — and it raises an uncom¬ 
fortable question. As soon as the 
CD stops, I forget the sound of 
her voice. An immediately recog¬ 
nizable and memorable sound is 
the keystone of any great career. 
Kozena has artistry to burn, but 
burn it must. A single aria into 
Flores’ CD, and I could imagine 
how he would sing every note of 
Verdi’s Fenton (which he has) and

this fundamentally artificial music 
sound supremely natural. 

It would be a loss if Rosenberg 
finished her Janacek cycle without 
the young Czech mezzo-soprano 
Magdalena Kozena appearing in 
it. But Kozena, who made her 
award-winning debut with a CD 
of Czech songs, including Janacek, 
is being surprisingly cagey about 
the Janacek stage roles she’ll take. 
Meanwhile she’s busy proving 
what else she can sing. With her 
latest CD, Le belle immagini (DG), 
she’s staking her claim to the 
Mozart and Gluck arias that are 
her current core opera repertoire. 

For all that, her best work is in 
four arias by Josef Myslivecek, a 
near contemporary of the other 
two composers, whose music she 
insisted DG include in the recital. 
This woman knows what she’s 
about. It’s the best stuff on the 
CD, and she leaves no doubt 
about its musical value, despite its 
relative neglect. (Sarah’s lament 
from the oratorio Abramo ed Isac- 
co is wrenchingly intense.) 

The Gluck and Mozart are 
fine, but the singing doesn’t extin¬ 
guish memories of other artists 


how it would sound. That’s the 
stuff of which legends are made. 

I can’t mention Janacek with¬ 
out adding that, for me, the vocal 
record of the year has been Ian 
Bostridge’s stunning account of 
The Diary of One Who Disap¬ 
peared. Bostridge toured it in a cel¬ 
ebrated staged version in English, 
but the EMI recording is in the 
original Czech, which Bostridge 
delivers like a typically tormented 
native. Singing doesn’t get more 
involved or complete than this. 
Further securing the unearthly (at 
times almost unendurable) power 
of the performance is the piano 
playing of Thomas Ades, the gay 
composer and pianist w^io is as 
important a musician as walks 
among us. He fills out the disc 
with some solo-piano Janacek of 
startling acuity. ▼ 


Out of this world 


Silk Road Journeys: When 
Strangers Meet - Yo-Yo Ma & 
The Silk Road Ensemble (Sony)

I i This ear-opening record¬ 
ing, which originated with ethno- 
musicologists spending three 
years collecting material from 
composers and musicians in 
China and Central Asia, offers 
such an enlightening, ingratiating 
fusion of diverse influences that 
pigeonholers have no choice but 
to bow before its ceaselessly in¬ 
spired delights. 

Renowned cellist Yo-Yo Ma, 
whose collaborative creations 
with dancers and musicians from 
highly diverse backgrounds could 
teach UN peacemakers a thing or 
two, here presents us with the first 
disc from the Silk Road Ensemble. 
Its 12 tracks offer an internation¬ 
al assemblage of 23 musicians 
performing traditional and mod¬ 
ern works that reflect influences 
from Mongolia, China, Persia, 
Finland, Japan, Iran, Italy, and 
21st-century performance prac¬ 
tice. The ensemble includes 
Asians playing Western instru¬ 
ments, a Caucasian playing Indi¬ 
an tabla, a Japanese composer set¬ 
ting five Finnish folk songs, and a 
unique setting of the Italian Re¬ 
naissance street song, “Chi passa 
per’sta strada,” played by an en¬ 
semble which includes Chinese 
lute (pipa), Indian drums (tabla), 
and Stradivarius cello. 

Want to have your mind 
blown? Listen to Ganbaatar Khon- 
gorzul scale the sonic heights as 
she performs the short Mongolian 
Traditional love song that begins 
the disc. The woman’s voice is a 
wonder. Not only can she cut 
through glass without leaving a 
single shard behind, but she’s also 
capable of modulating volume 
and timbre with a mastery that 
will leave most singers envious. 

Some of this music is sweet, 
some quite intense, with occa¬ 
sionally striking transitions of 
harmony and feeling. Many of the 
compositions, especially the tradi¬ 
tional tracks from Mongolia, 
China, and Persia, offer har¬ 
monies and scales frequently en¬ 
countered by lovers of “world 
music.” In addition, there are 
eight original works, some spe¬ 


cially commissioned for the pro¬ 
ject, which sometimes push the 
tonal envelope. There is also a 
brief “bonus,” an excerpt from 
Tan Dun’s score for the film 
Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon. 

The most far-out work, in¬ 
spired by the traditional music of 
Azerbaijan and the 20th-century 
avant-garde compositions of 
American John Cage, is Franghiz 
Ali-Zadeh’s “Habil-Sayagy (In 
Habil’s Style),” named for con¬ 
temporary kemancheh (spike fid¬ 
dle) player Habil Aliyev. The work 
features Yo-Yo Ma’s cello evoking 
the sounds of the kemancheh, and 
Joel Fan’s prepared piano evoking 
traditional Azerbaijani and Mid¬ 
dle Eastern instruments such as 
gosha nagara (kettle drums), tar 
(long-necked lute), qanun 
(plucked zither) and oud (short¬ 
necked lute). Ma is a wonder here, 
maintaining consistently beautiful 
tone even when sawing away with 
relentless ferocity. Equally amaz¬ 
ing is Fan on piano. Thanks to 
mutes, mallets and a string of 
glass beads inserted between 
piano strings, Fan produces 
sounds so chameleon-like that, 
until scrutinizing the liner notes, I 
was certain a kettle drum had 
been added to the mix. 

Don’t turn your volume up too 
loud at the start of the disc. The 
recording has a huge dynamic 
range, most evident when three per¬ 
cussionists get going in Byamba- 
suren Sharav’s 11-minute “Legend 
of Herlen.” Those with audiophile 
systems will discover that multi- 
miking artificially places instru¬ 
ments in different acoustic spaces. 
Besides that drawback, this disc is a 
solid joy from start to finish. ▼

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Accidents can happen 

Yannis Adoniou creates in the moment

he elevator in the Odd Fel- 

P lows Hall on 7th and Market 
in San Francisco has that 
rarest of things — a real live ele¬ 
vator operator. He opens the 
door, and I get in. The lift ascends, 
stops at the fifth floor, and I get 
off to look for the studio where 
the San Francisco-based avant- 
garde dance company Kunst-Stoff 
is rehearsing their latest piece, nu¬ 
merous aXidents per (Formed). 
Kunst-Stoff premieres the new 
work July 27 at Cowell Theater, 
Fort Mason, part of Summer- 
fest/Dance’s West Wave Dance 
Festival 2002. 

Hearing voices, I approach a 
door. A reddish-haired man walks 
towards me; I say I’m here to talk 
to the troupe’s co-director Yannis 
Adoniou, who emerges, smiling 
behind thin, rimless glasses. He 
says please take a seat, and so I sit 
down in the studio’s only chair, 
next to the mirror, which covers 
the entire wall. The dancers move 
about casually, some warming up, 
others talking. And then the re¬ 
hearsal begins. 

Everything’s serious now. Es¬ 
pecially Marcus Schulter’s music 
on the boombox — a pulsing, al¬ 
most Tibetan-sounding chant, 
with sharp interruptions like gun¬ 
shots. Adoniou gives his five 
dancers (eight in the staged ver¬ 
sion) a card with seemingly ran¬ 
dom but poetic texts, like “What’s 
a false step? How can steps be 
false?” One dancer reads from the 
standing mike, and another 
queues up, waiting. Adoniou 
gives the corps directions like, 
“Go to the frame,” an open, silver 
thing on wheels. There will be a 
mirrored one, too. Dancer Kevin 
Cregan (the man I first talked to) 
and his partner, Nicole Bonadon- 
na, do a romantic, Tchaikovsky- 
like duet. Many of the dancers 
have classical training. Other ges¬ 
tures are random and more mod¬ 
ern, and the dancers execute their 
firm or tenuous steps — moves, 
really — with great precision and 
emotional focus. It’s definitely a 
contemporary dance vocabulary, 
and one that’s inherently graceful, 
too. 

Down to the elements 

After the rehearsal, Adoniou 
explains his intentions, and re¬ 
flects. “Meaning is not in the 
movement, but in the state you’re 
in when you’re making the move¬ 
ment,” a remark which may have 
something to do with his Greek 
roots. He was born in Athens in 
1968. Greece’s ancient dances, 
after all, always aimed at some¬ 
thing elemental yet spiritual. The 
dancer-choreographer, with his 
thick, flat eyebrows, intense 
brown eyes, and black curling 
locks, like a kouros, certainly looks

the part — yes, he’s gay, and yes, 
his family name means Adonis. 
He continues, “The dancer in nu¬ 
merous aXidents per(Formed) 
doesn’t have the ego anymore, he 
doesn’t have that sense of, ‘Oh, 
I’m performing,’ because some¬ 
thing exists beyond himself — 
and in this case, it’s my voice. 

“I don’t want people to expect 
from me anything,” he says softly 
but firmly. “I do have a history of 
dancing with Alonzo King’s com¬ 
pany Lines, so people know the 
style. I meet people on the street 
or see people in the studio, and 
they say, ‘Oh, we’d like it if you 
could do that,’ you know, some¬ 
thing they saw me do, but that 
feels weird. Of course, it’s a com¬ 
pliment, but does this person have 
an expectation, and do they want 
me to do something? But I’m not 
interested in creating a Yannis 
Adoniou style, not even a Kunst- 
Stoff style. The company is based 
on collaboration, so every time it’s 
new, and we are surprised with 
ourselves. This piece, which I de¬ 
stroyed from the one I did last 
April, is about thifigs you can’t re¬ 
ally predict or control.” 

Adoniou is also interested in 
heightening the work’s accidental 
nature. And though it’s fully 
thought out and carefully re¬ 
hearsed, random things and un¬ 


expected collisions are sure to 
occur. The choreographer is also 
intent on exploiting the unrepeat¬ 
able and entirely eventful mo¬ 
ment. To achieve this, he’ll call out 
cues for his dancers, but what they 
do will depend on how it feels 
during the performance, in the 
house. Adoniou’s tactic isn’t ag¬ 
gression, but challenge. He wants 
to keep the audience, and certain¬ 
ly the dancers, on their toes. “I’m 
trying to create an environment 
where the dance can happen, and 
where it can exist specific to that 
environment.” 

Creating that environment is 
his job, but he also expects the au¬ 
dience to break down its wall of ex¬ 
pectations. “I don’t want the view¬ 
er to come in and see something 
that’s made, and say I like it or I 
don’t like it.” In other words, be 
open, and present. And in these in¬ 
creasingly distracted times, where 
so much art, from Broadway to 
film to high-toned museum 
shows, is intent on telling us things 
we already knew, this can only be a 
good thing. Just disable your cell. 
At least, for just this now. T

Boston won the 1995 Tony Award 
for best supporting performance 
in a musical. “The Tonys weren’t 
something we watched back in 
Crossett, but that night several 
hundred friends and family gath¬ 
ered at the Ramada Inn, and they 
had a lavish buffet and a big- 
screen TV. The Tonys came to 
Crossett that night, and it was 
great.” 

Growing up in Arkansas in the 


1960s, Boston was a child when 
the civil rights movement began 
taking hold. “I was one of the first 
students to ever integrate the 
Crossett school system,” she said. 
“I had a couple of fights on the 
playground, and, as I remember, I 
won.” 

When she played Queenie in 
Show Boat, she thought about the 
women she knew back in Crossett 
to help shade her character. “I 
couldn’t really do that with 
Bloody Mary, but I do have the 
strength of these women in her.” 

Boston vividly remembers a 


moment not long after arriving in 
New York. She was getting her 
first sight of the Statue of Liberty 
as her mother said, “Well, baby, 
you’ve gone further than I ever 
thought you would.” 

“To me,” said Boston, “that was 
a very defining moment. It’s al¬ 
lowed me to go as far as my imag¬ 
ination can take me.” T

In a lively homo ale venue, 
Christopher is surprisingly a hit 
with the guys hunting for out-of¬ 
shape daddies, but then he spots a 
possibility. A really hot chick with 
a dick, named Grace. Now, Grace 
(Jill Clayburgh), a real woman 
who wound up in a gay bar by 
mistake, thinks Christopher is gay, 


and vice versa. Is this a healthy 
foundation upon which a rela¬ 
tionship between two neurotic 
heterosexuals can grow? You bet it 
is. 

What Never Again, which is 
not without its structural lapses, 
has going for it is charm. Even 
seeing Clayburgh running about 
with a strap-on dildo has you 
smiling empathetically. Sort of an 
American Pie for AARP members, 


this light comedy fills a vacuum in 
American films. Yes, older folks 
with a little loose flesh and a few 
wrinkles still copulate and love. 
And it can be fun watching them 
do so.

True confessions 

Yvan Attal says, 1 My Wife is an Actress'

¥ van Attal doesn’t mind your 
calling his first feature film, 
My Wife is an Actress, a 
screwball comedy, doesn’t mind 
admitting to having been inspired 
a bit by Woody Allen, or having 
his name mentioned in the same 
sentence with Hawks and Capra, 
two guys who invented the screw¬ 
ball genre the last time laughs and 
money were both in short supply. 

Attal, born in Israel to French 
parents, doesn’t mind if his penis 
becomes a matter of discussion, 
although he calls it his “sex.” Sit¬ 
ting in a luxury hotel suite with 
the actress Charlotte Gainsbourg, 
who plays the wife in the title, and 
who in real life is Attal’s actual 
wife, the filmmaker insists that the 
film is entirely fiction, that Gains- 
bourg’s and his real lives are not 
on display. But his penis, although 
not on display in the film, was the 
proximate inspiration for My 
Wife’s most offbeat and funny mo¬ 
ment. It’s a scene where a fictional 
film crew sheds their clothes to 
calm the anxieties of the fictional 
actress who’s facing a torrid sex 
scene with a famous British actor, 
played by Terence Stamp. The joke 
is that the all-nude love scene rolls 
for an all-nude crew precisely 
when the paranoid husband 
(Attal) visits the set to assure him¬ 
self that his wife’s job making pre¬ 
tend-love isn’t a threat to their 
marriage or his sanity. 

Attal says it all goes back to 
when, as an actor, a director de¬ 
cided his penis should be shot 


closeup. “I was supposed to go to 
a fireplace to take a postcard, it 
was a spy story and we needed to 
see something on the postcard, 
and because I was on the bed I 
was supposed to be naked. I get 
up from the bed naked, go to the 
fireplace and take the postcard, 
and because of the place of the 
camera, the director asked me to 
put the postcard just beside my 
sex. So on the frame, it was in 
Cinemascope, it was my sex and 
the postcard, really big onscreen. 
So I went to see the director and I 
said, ‘Look it’s not possible to do 
that.’ And he stopped to tell me, 
‘You censor me, you tell me how I 
have to shoot that scene?’ like the 


scene in my film, really. And I told 
him, ‘Okay, I’ll do it if you shoot 
the shot naked, too.’” 

Attal says the toughest thing 
about directing a comedy is re¬ 
membering what you thought 
was funny at the time you wrote 
it. “For example, the nude scene: I 
couldn’t laugh, I thought it was 
completely fucked, I thought I 
didn’t have the scene, but I said, 
‘Let’s trust what made me laugh,’ 
the first impression I had.”

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Horrors almighty 

' Cinemuerte' comes to San Francisco

anada has always had its 
share of bad press, and 
? rightly so, thanks to ques¬ 
tionable exports like Bryan 
Adams and Gordon Lightfoot. 
But all is forgiven, since our 
northern neighbor can also claim 
the glories of Kids in the Hall, the 
hunky Royal Mounted Police, and 
now the 4th annual Cinemuerte 
horror-film festival. Vancouver- 
based Cinemuerte, according to 
the press notes, is “poised to ex¬ 
pand its operations and trauma¬ 
tize San Francisco.” Certainly a 
worthy goal, but are jaded locals 
even capable of trauma? Cine¬ 
muerte plays July 18-20 at the 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts 
Screening Room. 

There are six features in the 
local version of the fest; let’s look 
at the terror quotient of four of 
them. Directed by Stuart Gordon, 
Dagon (2002) was supposed to 
follow Gordon’s gruesome black 
comedy Re-Animator (1985), but 
it was apparently hard to get 
funding for a film about a cult of 
fish people. Based on two stories 
by eternal horror fave H. P. Love- 
craft (the title story and “The 
Shadow over Innsmouth”), Dagon 
shipwrecks a nerd-Everyman, 
Paul (cute Ezra Godden), onto a 
small, strange island inhabited by 
people who have chucked Chris¬ 
tianity in favor of worshipping 
Dagon (historically, the fish-god 
of the Philistines). While we don’t 
exactly see Dagon (there was only 
enough budget for his tentacles), 
we do see the effects of this randy 
creature on a once-thriving cul¬ 
ture. From a sunny, agrarian soci¬ 
ety, they declined into gross, fish¬ 
like creatures living in a squalid 
village of squat, rotting houses in 
seemingly perpetual darkness. 

Paul is on the run from these 
miscreants, trying to save himself 
and his girlfriend, captured by the 
freaks. The “traumatizing” part 
(one of the grosser scenes in re¬ 
cent memory) comes when one of 
the character’s skin is excruciat¬ 
ingly removed while he’s still alive 
(and screaming). This makes up 
for some of the cheesy CGI ef¬ 
fects. What does work is the 
splendid set design, a miracle of 
rot and rain. There’s also a Bar¬ 
bara Steele wannabe mermaid- . 
monster who’ll stop at nothing to 
screw poor Paul. Lovecraft, a no¬ 
torious sexophobe, might have 
been appalled at the tits & ass, but 
would probably have applauded 
Gordon’s excellent atmospherics 
and grue. 

Kitsch appliance 

Moving back a few decades, 
the fabulous Mario Bava is repre¬ 
sented by the ridiculously named 
Five Dolls for an August Moon 
(1970). What Bava lacks in title¬ 
picking, he more than makes up 
for in bravura visuals. This one is 
a veritable catalog of Italian Pop- 


style of the period, all lovingly 
rendered with Sirkian lighting 
and gorgeous compositions. The 
story is a shameless lift of Agatha 
Christie’s Ten Little Indians — this 
time it’s some nonsense about 
people being killed off over a 
“million-dollar formula.” But re¬ 
ally, it’s just an excuse to feature 
unbelievable architecture, d£cor, 
wigs and furniture. The real stars 
of the film are not the anonymous 
(and absurdly dubbed) actors, but 
the sleek cavernous rooms, mod¬ 
ernist spiral staircase, round re¬ 
volving bed, marbleized caftans, 
and a whole array of ’60s high- 
style decor (with occasional forays 
into kitsch). Bava constantly 
showcases the furnishings at the 
expense of the actors and the ac¬ 
tion. He perversely shoots most of 
a pivotal fight scene through a 
stunning (and obscuring) lattice- 
work. Bored by a conversation, he 
ignores the actors and pulls the 
camera far back to show off the 
fantastic setting. There’s some 
gore here — a crowded meat lock¬ 
er full of bodies — but no trauma, 
and no need for one. An irre¬ 
sistible Italo-pop score adds to the 
fun. There’s also a tasty dyke angle 
for Bava’s many lesbian fans. 

Walerian Borowyczyk is not a 
household word (unless you live 
in a halfway house), and it’s not 
likely The Beast. ( 1975) will make 
him one. This legendary film was 
banned in Britain on its release. 
What was the problem? Perhaps 
the literal horse dicks in the open¬ 
ing scene of a stallion mounting a 
mare? A pederastic old priest 
smooching with a nubile youth? A 
ravishing naked girl giving a very 
long blow job (in lurid closeup) to 
the title creature, a sort of giant 
rat-man? The film is a demented 
mix of the Marquis de Sade in its 
vitriolic anticlericalism, and 
Beauty and the Beast in its quasi¬ 
zoophilia, but going much further 
than Cocteau. Borowyczyk was an 


equal-opportunity offender, con¬ 
stantly returning to the image of 
horses screwing and the “beast” 
getting head. There’s also a black 
butler, a very un-p.c. fuckhound 
who says “yassuh.” Penisspotters 
will appreciate the sight of his 
hard cock. 

Coach and company 

Moving to presumably safer 
territory, we come to Night Warn¬ 
ing (1982). William Asher (hus¬ 
band of Bewitched's Elizabeth 
Montgomery, and the show’s di¬ 
rector) only made one foray into 
the horror genre, but it’s a doozy. 
Billy (Christy McNichol’s brother 
Jimmy) has been raised since age 
2 by his pathologically possessive 
Aunt Cheryl (Susan Tyrrell) after 
his parents’ mysterious death. 
Billy’s a star basketball player with 
a gay coach he adores. Cheryl kills 
a man she claims tried to rape her 
(he turns out to be gay, too); and 
a homophobic cop, Carlson (Bo 
Svenson), tries to pin the murder 
on Billy, believing Billy, the coach, 
and the dead alleged rapist were 
sexually involved. The queer angle 
is handled with surprising subtle¬ 
ty and power for the period, with 
the film clearly taking the side of 
Billy and the two gay men against 
Carlson. His smug Sadism makes 
him a great villain, but the film’s 
nerve center is Susan Tyrrell in a 
brilliant performance. Many a fe¬ 
male star tried her hand at horror 
starting in the 1960s. But Tyrrell, 
who could wield an ax (and a 
poker, and a butcher knife) better 
than Joan Crawford or any of the 
horror divas, stands alone in mak¬ 
ing her crazed, desperate monster 
both troublingly human and ter¬ 
rifying. ▼

her life and career. Born to French 
singer/actor Serge Gainsbourg 
and British actress Jane Birkin, 
Gainsbourg starred in The Ce¬ 
ment Garden, shot by her uncle, 
Andrew Birkin, and based on Ian 
McEwan’s emotionally disturbing 
novel in which a teenage brother 
and sister begin an incestuous af¬ 


fair following the death of their 
parents. Gainsbourg was also ac¬ 
claimed as the adolescent star of 
Claude Miller’s The Little Thief 
(based on a posthumous script by 
Francois Truffaut), and for the 
title role in Franco Zeffirelli’s 1996 
remake of Jane Eyre. 

For gay men of a certain age, 
Terence Stamp will always be the 
insanely lovely Billy Budd, about 
to die for the crime of arousing 
Robert Ryan in Peter Ustinov’s 


classic film. For a younger gener¬ 
ation, Stamp may always shine as 
the defiantly staid old queen in 
Priscilla, Queen of the Desert. For

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Busting out on Reality TV

i t’s definitely a Reality TV sum¬ 
mer. Realism hit a crescendo 
last week as Dick Cheney got 
hoisted publicly on his own 
petard. Judicial Watch, the same

It appears the Irish will be 
chanting that same Santayana 
mantra. Last week’s marches by 
Protestants in Northern Ireland 
were bloody and violent, as they 
are each July, commemorating a 
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17th-century victory of Protes¬ 
tants over Catholics. Fire and acid 
bombs, shootings, beatings, as¬ 
saults, riots: it looked like a Mad 
Max film, but sadly was just more 
sectarian violence. Viewing the 
Troubles in Northern Ireland on 
the nightly news last week was a 
subtle reminder that there re¬ 
mains one place on the planet 
where the religious violence isn’t 
Islamist. 

Speaking of violence, Nightline 
aired an extremely disturbing ex¬ 
pose of videogame violence at 
week’s end (still available on ABC- 
news.com). The game in ques¬ 
tion, Grand Theft Auto 3, is cur¬ 
rently America’s most popular 
video game. It has an M rating, 
which means it can’t be sold to 
those under 17, but all the boys 
interviewed for the piece were, of 
course, under 17. The game fea¬ 
tures anti-woman, anti-gay and 
racist violence, yet has managed 
to fly under the radar ’til now. The 
object: to kill as many people as 


tured him and his family, provid¬ 
ed an extraordinary perspective 
on the world and individual re¬ 
sponsibility.

Thus 
we again highly recommend 
Houston Medical, which is doing a 
fabulous job of dispelling the 
myth that there are no African 
American or women physicians in 
the US. This stellar Tuesday-night 
hour is riveting. The best reality 
show on the air. (American Idol is 
the most fun.)

possible in the time allotted. Extra 
points are given for shooting 
someone’s head off, as opposed to 
just wounding them. As one 
young boy exclaimed, with too 
bright a gleam in his eye, his 
palms get sweaty and he gets real¬ 
ly excited as he continues to kill 
and maim. One “fun” aspect of 
the game: The player gets to pick 
up a prostitute, screw her, follow 
her to a park, beat her up and steal 
back his money, and then kick, 
beat and shoot her to death. 

We hate to sound like the old 
Tipper Gore, but we found all this 
violence directed toward women, 
people of color and queers more 
than a bit disturbing. The psy¬ 
chologists queried about the game 
were pretty succinct; it doesn’t 
teach kids to get out their violent 
instincts, it teaches them to hone 
them. The object of the game is to 
maim and murder. Somehow we 
are pretty sure we don’t want our 
kids playing quite so rough. 

Noble prize 

There is a flip side to all this 
brutal TV reality. We’re enjoying 
ABC’s new addition to 
Nightline, Up Close with Ted Kop- 
pel, which debuted July 8. Koppel 
spent two nights last week inter¬ 
viewing South African Bishop 
Desmond Tutu, a Nobel Peace 
Prize recipient. Ever outspoken, 
yet somehow able to speak out in 
a fashion that draws in his audi¬ 
ence, Tutu softly lambasted the 
South African government for its 
do-nothing response, to AIDS, 
lambasted the Church for using 
sexuality (especially homosexual¬ 
ity) as a stick to beat its members 
with, fought back tears as he dis¬ 
cussed his years fighting 
Apartheid, which culminated in 
the past two years with his head¬ 
ing the Truth and Reconciliation 
hearings in South Africa. He as¬ 
serted in his quiet and forceful 
way that God hung out with the 
dispossessed, and as such was 
pretty much a renegade. This man 
who survived an occupation far 
longer and more violent than that 
of Israel over the Palestinians, and 
yet never engaged in a single act 
of violence against those who 
threatened his children and tor- 


third go-round of CBS’s cloying 
and disturbing Big Brother, which 
debuted this week. This program, 
matroned with SS-style charm by 
morning show newscaster Julie 
Chen, makes The Real World look 
serious. We are fairly sure that 
contestants are ranked by vapidi¬ 
ty and superficiality. This isn’t 
even a show one loves to hate. 
This is just a show to pass. 

One more reality tidbit. The 
July 4th shooting at the El A1 
counter in LAX brought out the 
Pat Buchanan in us. Billions of 
our tax dollars are being spent 
each year trying to keep deserving 
immigrants out of this nation — 
primarily Mexicans, Cubans and 
other South Americans who are 
desperate to make a living for 
themselves and their families, and 
who literally risk their lives every 
day to get into this country to 
work at jobs that make most of us 
shudder. Yet the INS seems intent 
on granting visas to those whose 
hatred for the US is documented 
before they ever arrive in this 
country (Saddam Hussein’s step¬ 
son?!), like the perpetrator of the 
El A1 massacre, who tried to burn 
the American flags flying from his 
apartment building. Call us crazy, 
but we think the peril lies not 
South of the Border, but Mideast 
of it. And we have yet to see a 
newscast in the past year that sug¬ 
gests otherwise. 

Finally, we were intrigued by 
Sunday’s Meet the Press minute 
which featured the Republican 
governor of California in 1952 
discussing the then-Republican 
National Convention being held 
in his state. That governor? Earl 
Warren, who would later be ap¬ 
pointed Chief Justice of the US 
Supreme Court by President 
Eisenhower. A decade later, the 
South would be peppered with 
signs reading, “Impeach Earl War¬ 
ren,” because he had made inte¬ 
gration the law of the land and 
had become the most liberal Chief 
Justice in US history. It was a fas¬ 
cinating moment, courtesy of 
NBC, and a reminder that history 
is far from static. Given what 
we’ve witnessed on TV this week, 
that gives us just enough hope to 
keep on.

Filthy: The Weird World of John

bumped into John Waters once. 
| Literally. I was with a friend in a 
i used bookstore that used to be 
on Castro Street. My friend 
grabbed my arm and pointed to 
the nondescript man browsing the 
shelves right next to me. “That’s 
John Waters!” he whispered excit¬ 
edly. I didn’t believe him. Then he 
pointed out that Waters was in 
town for a film festival. I looked 
again It was Waters alright, but if 
my friend hadn’t clued me in, I 
wouldn’t have known it. What 
amazed me about that encounter 
was that Waters — the notorious 
director of Pink Flamingos, Female 
Trouble, and other cinematic clas¬ 
sics — looked so ordinary. 

Waters’ life and work are any¬ 
thing but ordinary, and both are 
the subject of a new book, Filthy: 
The Weird World of John Waters, 
by Robrt L. Pela (for some reason, 
Pela omits the “e” in his first 
name). The book is a chatty, en¬ 
tertaining look at the career of a 
man who has made a unique, in¬ 
delible mark on American popu¬ 
lar culture. With such rich mater¬ 
ial, it would be difficult to write a 
book about Waters and not be en¬ 
tertaining, and one has to wonder 
if Pela left anything out. The book 
is part biography, part film study, 
and it’s written in a casual, jour¬ 
nalistic style that includes ample 
input from Waters’ co-conspira¬ 
tors and fans. Pela even inserts 
himself into the book, at one 
point introducing himself by 
name, a technique that makes the 
book feel like a guided to'ur of a 
very strange place. 

Pela presents a more-or-less 
straightforward trajectory of Wa¬ 
ters’ life, beginning with a child¬ 
hood in which the future direc¬ 
tor’s odd obsessions manifested 
themselves early on. He describes 
Waters’ fascination with car, 
crashes and the macabre, as well 
as the boy’s early attraction to 
show business. Hard to believe, 
but Waters was actually quite a fan 
of Howdy Doody. Less surprising 
are the revelations about Waters’ 



ideas from the ani¬ 
mal’s brain. 

Pela delivers his study of Waters 
with an amusing array of material 
and varying modes of presenta¬ 
tion. There are chapters that con¬ 
sist mostly of interview transcripts, 
and chapters that seem to alternate 
between cultural analysis and 
straight reporting. The book also 
includes a detailed filmography of 
Waters’ work, and a section that 
identifies a number of recurring 
themes, motifs and influences evi¬ 
dent in Waters’ films. This motif 
section reads more like a series of 
notes than a serious, detailed ex¬ 
amination of the director’s work. 
Indeed, Pela seems to take on sev¬ 
eral projects at once, and spreads 
himself somewhat thin as a result. 
A detailed examination of Waters’ 
work would make a nice book in 
itself, as would a study of the Wa¬ 
ters fandom. Waters purists might 
object to the thinness of this book, 
and many will no doubt find 
something in it to disagree with. 
Still, for longtime fans and new¬ 
comers alike, Pela has provided a 
helpful guide to the unconven¬ 
tional, quirky career of an Ameri¬ 
can original. ▼ 


youthful outlaw sta¬ 
tus. Drug use, 
shoplifting and 
general mayhem 
were staples of Wa¬ 
ters’ adolescence, 
and many of the 
friends he made in 
school went on to 
become major in¬ 
fluences, as well as 
participants in, 
his films. 

Waters never 
shied away from 
controversy; he 
seemed to court 
it, and was al¬ 
ways unafraid of 
pushing the en¬ 
velope when it 
came to what is 
often referred 
to as “family 
values” and 
“community 
standards.” He 
was one of the 
first people to 
spoof the JFK 
assassination, for example, 
an act that apparently earned the 
lifelong resentment of Jacqueline 
Kennedy. In another early film, 
Waters made fun of the untimely 
death of Art Linkletter’s daughter. 
Perhaps the most infamous bit of 
Waters’ shock cinema, though, is 
the final scene of Pink Flamingos, 
in which Divine (Waters’most fa¬ 
mous “star”) eats a piece of dog 
dropping fresh from the pooch’s 
orifice. Pela describes this with an 
entire chapter of quotations, from 
Divine and others, about the inci¬ 
dent. 


Colorful circle 

Pela presents a considerable 
amount of material on the 
dramatis personae of Waters’ ca¬ 
reer. Divine and Mink Stole are 
two prominent figures, but there 
are other, lesser players who also 
get their chance to speak, and this 
cast of colorful eccentrics is one of 
the most intriguing aspects of the 
book.

Attention ladies 


i t’s almost like the old days (back in the early ’80s) when Valen¬ 
cia Street was a favorite haunt of dykes, when that level corridor 
through the Mission District rivaled the Castro as a hotspot of 
homosexuality, but with a remarkably different gender bent. 

Thank goddess for real women, especially dykes, who truly are 
the lifeblood of this town’s performing arts scene. Guys are good at 
some things, like staging beer busts hosted by “celebrity” drag 
queens, making crude jokes that pass for comedy, and playing bot¬ 
toms in the endless hunt for elusive tops. When it comes to orga¬ 
nizing serious performing arts festivals, however, women are tops 
all the way. 

This next Wednesday through Friday, July 24-28, real women 
will be taking over the Mission, putting on a heap of performances 
at a slew of venues as part of “Ladyf est Bay Area,” an ambitious 
stew of music, film and video, visual art, performance art, and 
workshops made by women and transfolk. 

Highlights of this multifaceted event include the bands Brat- 
mobile, The Donnas, and The Gossip; films by Miranda July; a 
MadCat Women’s International Fijm Festival Retrospective; art¬ 
work by Roberta Gregory and Trina Robbins; and a “How to Be An 
Ethical Slut” workshop by Ethical Slut author Dossie Easton. 

You’ll find action happening at Mission Creek Cafe (968 Valen¬ 
cia St.), the LGBT Community Center (1800 Market St.), Brava! 
For Women in the Arts, Spanganga Gallery (3376 19th St.), Artists’ 
Television Access (992 Valencia St.), CELLspace (2050 Bryant St.), 
Pond Gallery (214 Valencia St.), New College Theater (777 Valen¬ 
cia St.)., Mission High School 
Auditorium (3750 18th St), and 
Victoria Theatre (2961 16th St.). 

My personal favorites include 
Miranda July, who (to crib from 
her bio) makes performances, 
movies, recordings and combi¬ 
nations of these things. Her’ 
videos have screened interna¬ 
tionally at the MoMA, the 
Guggenheim Museum, and the 
International Film Festival Rot¬ 
terdam. Her “Nest of Tens” was 
included in the 2002 Whitney 
Biennial, in addition to a sound 
installation commissioned for 
the show. July has also directed a 
video for the all-girl rock band 
Sleater Kinney. In 1995 she 
founded “Joanie 4 Jackie,” a 

movie distribution network for independent women movie mak¬ 
ers. This project has allowed women of all ages and backgrounds to 
exchange their movies and give each other support. For the past 
three years July has collaborated with DJ and sound artist Zac Love. 
She is hard at work on a feature-length movie, some short stories, 
a new performance and a few other similar things. She lives in Port¬ 
land, Oregon. ▼

strongly feel about plays is that it’s 
really unsatisfying when you get 
to the end and everything is put 
back right where it was.” 

Dramatic arc 

In Riot Grrrl, Marley wanted to 
see that the characters’ lives had 
changed because of the events of 
the play. But he found it hard to 
find a place to do that in Vltal- 
iana, because the libretto and 
music are not structured that way. 

In mulling over possibilities 
during a phone call with Berkeley 
Opera Artistic Director Jonathan 
Khuner, Marley said, “The more I 
think about it, the more I don’t 
want to leave Mars the way it was. 
I want us to see that something is 
different for the Riot Grrrl having 
been there. And the obvious place 
is to have the relationship be¬ 
tween the Queen and the King 
end up different.” 

He lamented to Khuner that 
“it’s really a shame Rossini didn’t 
leave us some music, because 
there really ought to be a song for 
her. So I’m going to have to do it 
in recitative. I’m going to write a 
recitative scene for it.” 

Recitative is sung dialogue. An 
opera of that period, says Marley, 
was very much like a modern mu¬ 
sical, except that instead of spoken 
dialogue, you had dialogue that 
was sung very rapidly to music 
that was of no particular musical 
quality. 

But no sooner had he hung up 
the phone than a revelation hit 
him. He called Khuner right back, 
exclaiming: “We’ve got a tenor 
aria that I don’t have any use for 
[because it in no way advanced 
the plot, and served only as musi¬ 
cal fluff]. I have a soprano who 
doesn’t have an aria in the whole 
show, and I want to give her an 
aria. I’m going to take it from the 
tenor and give it to the soprano, 
and that’s going to be the Queen’s 
aria.” 

Thus has Berkeley’s resident 
opera queen supreme conjured 
up a magical new opera delight, 
flying on the winds of whimsy in 
its characterizations, but firmly 
anchored in Rossini’s splendid 
music, with a nip and a tuck here 
and there to make it all work 
smoothly. ▼

The 
original libretto, by Angelo Anelli, 
sets the story in Venice in the 
1800s, and tells of a young Italian 
woman who sails to Algeria be¬ 
cause her boyfriend was kid¬ 
napped by pirates on the Mediter¬ 
ranean and sold into slavery in 
North Africa. 

At the time of the original 
opera’s debut, says Marley, “the 
whole business of getting kid¬ 
napped by somebody and taken 
to Algeria had different connota¬ 
tions.” For audiences then, “it was 
sort of an Arabian Nights-like fan¬ 
tasy. But now we’re living in an era 
when people actually do get kid¬ 
napped in Algeria, and it’s all over 
the papers.” 

Warhorse trading 

Marley set out to freshen up 
the tale for a modern audience, a 
skill he has acquired over many 
years of adapting tired old 
warhorses into vigorous new 
powerhouses. He had already 
proved his mettle by successfully 
reworking librettos for Beatrice 
and Benedick (Hector Berlioz), 
Die Fledermaus (Johann Strauss, 
Jr.), Madame Angot’s Daughter 
(Charles Lecocq), and The Tales of 
Hoffman (Jacques Offenbach), 


among others. The question with 
LTtaliana/Riot Grrrl was: Where 
could he set it that would be as far 
removed from us as Algeria was to 
the Venetians? 

Well, Mars, duh. Especially if 
your boyfriend’s a sci-fi freak. 
Being kidnapped and taken to 
Mars would certainly make sense 
in today’s world, Nee and Marley 
agreed, so that part of it could 
work. But then, how would Mar¬ 
ley draw a parallel to the highly 
caricatured Italian woman, por¬ 
trayed in the distinctive manner of 
her era? Marley’s goal was to keep 
to the spirit of the original Italian 
comedy, which draws characters 
with broad, bold strokes. He tried 
out various possibilities, including 
“The Berkeley Babe on Mars,” and 
“The Cosmo Girl on Mars,” but 
somehow those identities didn’t 
have the right ring. Finally, a Corn- 
media del Arte clown friend sug¬ 
gested “Riot Grrrl,” a term that 
came out of the Seattle punk rock 
scene. After much pondering, 
Marley decided it was perfect. 

“The Riot Grrrl is very strong 
and gutsy,” says Marley. “She has 
fairly few moments of self-doubt. 
She knows what she wants to do 
and what it takes to get there, and 
she goes after it. But the King of 
Mars, who is sort of a satire on 
where America was 50 years ago, 
has been receiving these Earth 
television broadcasts, and he’s be¬ 
come obsessed with Earth culture. 
He just watches the television all 
the time, and he just loves Earth 
culture, and he’s given orders to 
all of his subjects to model their 
actions and clothing after Earth¬ 
lings, and even to learn to speak 
Earthling.” 

One problem for the King: 
There’s something wrong with the 
receiver on Mars, and the only 
channel the Martians can get is 
Nick at Nite, so their notion of 
Earth culture is deeply skewed. 

The King wants an Earthling 
Queen, because he sees that all 
Earthwomen are submissive and 
obedient to men, spending all 
their day in the kitchen wearing 
little black aprons and strings of 
pearls. The King already has a 
Martian Queen, of course, but 
he’s ready to dump her and move 
on. 

“Which gets to the one major 
change I made to the structure of 
the story,” says Marley. “In the 
Rossini, when the Italians escape 
from Algeria, everything in Alge¬ 
ria is understood to go right back 
to where it was. It’s as if they were 
never there. And one thing I

these cowboys and these high-arts 
people — the fur crowd — and 
gays, because we were performing 
in Montrose, which is the gay cen¬ 
ter of Houston. So, here was 
everybody sitting together and 
having this wonderful time. I love 
to see people cross over.” 

Greater Tuna was born at a 
time when the Moral Majority 
was on the rise and Reagan was in 
the White House. Among the di¬ 
verse tales of various Tuna resi¬ 
dents are the exploits of Vera 
Carp, the Bible-thumping leader 
of the Smut Snatchers, as well as 
the dispatches from the redneck 
radio station OKKK. “There are a 
lot of little messages in the show,” 
Sears said. 

A Tuna Christmas and Red, 
White and Tuna, Williams’ and 
Sears’ follow-ups to their first hit, 
reprise many of the same charac¬ 
ters, but the newer shows are 
more about having fun than scor¬ 
ing political points. 

“The show is kind of pertinent 
again,” Sears said of the first Tuna. 
“The old jokes fit some of the new 
situations” happening in this 
country. 

Sears liked the idea of reviving 
the show, but Williams balked at 
the idea of one more go-round in 
Greater Tuna. Frankly, he said, he 
had grown tired of it. 

“Our producer,” Williams said, 
“kept saying there are people who 
haven’t seen it with us in it. And I 
said, ‘Well, I didn’t see Yul Bryn- 
ner do The King and 1 .1 missed it, 
and sometimes you just miss it.’ 
But these requests kept coming in, 
so finally I just said,‘Well, book it, 
and let’s see what happens.’” 

Grand tour 

Williams and Sears express 
some surprise and considerable 
pleasure in how well the tour is 
going. “This particular tour year is 
very joyful for both of us,” Sears 
said, “because he is without a lot of 
stress in his life, and I’m without a 
lot of stress in my life. We’ve had 
many good years. But we’ve also 
had some really bad, ugly years.” 

The tour has been fun enough, 
Williams added during a separate 
phone interview, that he keeps 
being happily reminded of the 
early days of the Tuna phenome¬ 
non. “Of course,” he added, “we’ve 
evolved a lot since then, and been 
through a lot and survived a lot, 
and so has the country, so it’s all 
been pretty amazing that it has 
been as pleasant as it has been.” 

The turnaround has been par¬ 
ticularly sweet for Williams, who 
had to find his way out of an alco¬ 
hol problem, and then deal with 
the death of his son in an auto¬ 
mobile accident several years ago. 

“I’m amazed that I’m alive,” 
Williams said. “I lived a very wild 
life. It was hard for me to leave the 
party, because the party kind of 
revolved around me.” 

Williams and Sears have been 
friends since the 1970s, well be¬ 
fore Tuna took hold, and they 
don’t socialize much anymore. 
“He has a whole new set of 
friends,” Sears said of his stage 
partner. “I ran around with Jaston 
when we were in our 20s, doing 
the ’70s together, and we had a 
ball. He was coming back and 
forth every few months from San 
Francisco to San Antonio, where I 
lived. He was such a cute hippie. 
He loved that life, and he always 
brought it back to us.” 

For years, Sears has described 
himself as liberal, and Williams as 
“a lot more liberal than I am.” It’s 
a dichotomy that has widened in 
the wake of Sept. 11. 

“I’m becoming less liberal 
since 9-11,” Sears said. “I’ve 


reevaluated some of my views. 
Maybe it’s being cautious and vig¬ 
ilant. I’m not at the point where I 
vote Republican — I’m not a Log 
Cabin Republican — but right 
now, I am a patriot.” 

For Williams, a philosophy¬ 
changing event was not Sept. 11, 
but an Austin production of The 
Laramie Project in which he 


played several key roles. “In many 
ways, I think that was the best 
thing I’ve ever been involved in,” 
Williams said. “And it kind of 
changed me in many ways. I do 
think we should get beyond the 
labels, but there are times when it 
is very important to come out and 
say, ‘Yes, I’m gay. Yes, this is my 
lifestyle. Not only am I proud of 


it, I’m grateful for it.’” 

Williams and Sears have 
reached a point in their relation¬ 
ship where they readily accept 
each other’s differences. Like on 
the idea of a Halloween Tuna. 

“Joe is hot on that, and I’m 
not,” Williams said. 

“We definitely have different 
viewpoints of what a fourth one 


would be,” Sears said. 

Williams isn’t even sure there 
will be a fourth edition of Tuna. 
“There may be another one in 
there,” he said, “but I don’t see 
what it would be.” 

Williams and Sears both have 
plenty of projects that they are 
pursuing independent of each 
other. Sears has written an histor¬ 
ical pageant about the Cherokee 
Nation to be staged in Oklahoma, 
as well as a musical revue about 
“undeniable goodness” that will 
face its first audiences in Austin 
this fall. Williams has been enjoy¬ 
ing stretching as an actor, includ¬ 
ing playing Truman Capote in the 
one-man play Tru, and The 
Laramie Project. 

But the Tuna plays will always 
be the spiritual career anchor for 
Williams and Sears. 

“I took on a spiritual thing a 
long time ago about the show,” 
Sears said. “Most actors definitely 
would not have continued this 
long, but I make a good living, 
and I’m doing something good 
for people. I’m making them 
laugh when they need it.” ▼
